What they hear is not 
what they always get 



When people buy their homes 
they apparently hear lots of 
things, mostly from realtors, but 
what they hear is not always 
what they get. 

It's an old story. Aspiring 
property owners go into a new 
community and purchase homes 
in what they think, because they 
are told by "somebody," will be 
a community of single- family 
homes. 

Then the apartment units start 
going up. 

Who gets the blame? The city, 
although at this point the city 
does not have anything to do 
with the problem. 

Still, Councilwoman Louisa 
Strayhom thinks that the city 
should made some attempt to 
■educate the people before they 
buy homes. 

She said that in the Alexandria 
subdivision, property owners are 
upset because they thought only 
single-family homes would be 
built in their community and 
now they are faced by 
apartments. The zoning for the 
apartments has been in effect 
since 1977. People do not think 
to call the city first. She said she 
asked for a poll in the 
neighborhood and "91 people 
told me" that they were told there 
would be no apartments in the 



neighborhood. They are asking 
now, she said, "How can the city 
do this to use?" 

She said that the issue was 
brought up at a meeting she held 
last Sunday. with 450 in the 
community. 

"It really worries me," she 
said, because she said she would 
like the city to be know for 
truthful information. 

The people who sell the 
houses, she said, are the culprits. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones 
said that unfortunately the city 
can't do anything about the 
situation. It goes back to that 
warning — caveat emptor, let 
the buyer beware. 

Of course, he said, that doesn't 
solve the problem so far as these 
citizens are concerned. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
said that "people say somebody 
at the city told us and we've been 
looking for him for years." 

Vice Mayor William D. 
Sessoms said that realtors police 
themselves and the property 
owners who were mislead by 
sales agents can file action 
against the realtors. With the 
numbers of people who 
Strayhorn said have been 
misinformed, he said, it 
shouldn't be hard to prove as 
case.

Too many strings attached 
to federal funds for ARP

It was thanks but no thanks for a 
$100,000 grant from the federal 
government to be used in the city's 
Agricultural Reserve Program 
(ARP). 

City council Tuesday decided that 
the $100,000 offer from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture (USD A) 
made last Friday afternoon would 
cost the city in concessions more 
than the money was worth. 

The announcement of the grant 
was premature, said Assistant City 
Attorney William Macali; the gift 
came with conditions the city is 
not prepared to meet. 

The ARP is a program 
established by city council as a 
way of preserving agriculture in the 
southern part of the city. 

The city has set aside a fund, 
about $3.5 million a year provided 
by a special real estate lax approved 
by the city's voters in a 
referendum, which enables the city 
to purchase easements on

agricultural land that might 
otherwise be developed. In return, 
the properly can not be developed 
for an established number of years. 
At the end of the period the 
property owner may be permitted 
to purchase back the easement. 

The program is completely 
voluntary. 

Councilman John A. Baum and 
councilwoman Barbara Henley who 
represent the more rural Blackwater 
and Pungo Boroughs, told city 
council Tuesday that the 
contingencies' are not desirable. 
Baum said that under the federal 
program, USDA agents would be 
allowed to come on private 
properly if the government believes 
thai the conditions of the grant 
were not being observed and, he 



said, the property owners here 
would not stand for thai. 

Henley said that the money 
would have been good, but "strings 
have been attached (lhat require) 
more than ihe money is worth." 

The process 

does not allow 

for any recourse. 

Baum asked whether it would be 
possible 10 negotiate with the 
federal government, but Macali said 
that attempts have been made by 
the city but that the federal 
government's proposed contract is 
not negotiable. 

Macali said that one contingency 
is that the participating locality 



enter into a cooperative agreement 
with the USDA, but that the 
agreement would be unaccept ble 
to the city. 

He said that the city would find 
objectionable the part of the 
agreement which makes the 
secretary of agriculture the sole 
authority to determine whether the 
city was enforcing the terms of the 
agreement. If the secretary decided 
the city was not, the easemem 
would revert to the federal 
government although the city 
would still be left paying for ihe 
easement. 

The process does not allow for 
any recourse or review. 

Another provision gives the 
USDA to send inspectors on 
private property to make sure that 
the conservation plan is in place, 
said Macali. 

Under the program the city can 
apply for a reimbursement of up to 
half the amount paid for the

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Council agrees on authority referendum wording

When Virginia Beach voters go 
to the polls on Nov. 5 they will be 
faced with a referendum on whether 
there is a need for the activation of 
the redevelopment and housing 
authority in the city. 

This week city council has come 
out with a statement lhat describes 
the powers of such an authority. 
Limited by law to a statement of 
500 words or less the city's legal 
department was fine-tuning the 
statement up to and beyond the 
Tuesday council meeting. 

A version distributed to city 
council members earlier elicited 
some questions from council 



members: councilwoman Nancy 
Parker said that condemnation, 
basic to the powers of an authority, 
was not mentioned until the last 
word. 

The city already has the power of 
condemnation of private property 
for the health, safety and public 
welfare of the city, but the 
Authority's power would go further 
and permit the condemnation of 
property for industrial development 
which could be public or private. 
The condemnation powers of a 
redevelopment and housing 
authority has been the # major 
objection to an authority in the 
city. Residents have feared lhat the

displacement of residents in 
Norfolk by redevelopment projects 
would be repeated here. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said 
Tuesday that the purpose of the 
Development Authority would be 
to spur development and some of 
this will be public and some 
private. 



Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
also wanted to know how "blight" 
is identified, whether "blight" can 
be ascribed merely to property that 
is underutilized. 

Lilley said that once the 
authority has selected a blighted 
area for industrial development , 
several properties in the center may 
not be blighted but can be 
condemned with the whole area 
Henley also suggested that a 
sentence that states that the council 
is not interested in residential 
redevelopment be deleted because it 
is not binding, by law, on future

Safeguard your family 

Every year across the country approximately 
5,000 people are killed and 28,000 are injured 
by fires. Could you survive? Try to answer 
these simple questions: 

■ Your smoke detector goes off and wakes 
you up. How much time do you have to get out 
of the house? 

■ After your smoke detector goes off, what do 
you do? 

■ You're at the door, so what do you do next? 

■ If the door is hot, what should you do? 

■ Once out of your house or apartment, what 
should you do? 

■ How often should you test your smoked 
detector? 

■ How often should you practice a fire exit 
drill? 

Stumped? If you're like many Americans, the 
answers may elude you. National Fire 
Prevention Week, Oct. 7-12, is the perfect 
time to learn the answers, get some valuable 
tips, and safeguard your home and family. 
Activities are being planned across Hampton 
Roads to make adults and children more 
aware of fire hazards and how to prevent them. 

Start your learnin with a few rules of thumb 
from Sparky the Fire Dog: 

In general 

■ Common sense dictates that all matches 
and lighters be kept out of children's reach. 

■ Check out cords and wires. Loose cords or 
broken wires are evidence of a very real fire 
danger. 

■ If appliances give off smoke or a burning 
odor, unplug immediately. 

■ If little ones are present, cover unused 
electrical outlets with plastic caps. 

■ Never leave children unattended around 
heat sources, including heaters, fireplaces and 
woodstoves. 

Outdoors 

■ Label products clearly, especially if they 
are poisonous or flammable. 

■ Before adding gasoline to your lawnmower, 
turn off the engine and let it cool. 

■ Never throw gas or lighter fluid on an open 
flame. 

In the kitchen 

■ In case of a grease fire, cover the pan with 
a lid and turn off the burner. Never throw 
water on the flames. 

■ Turn pot handles inward, or use back 
burners to prevent hot foods from spilling. 

■ When cooking, wear close-fitting sleeves or 
roll them up. 

In the bathroom 

■ Never use appliances like hair dryers and 
shavers near running water or a full sink. 

■ Avoid using space heaters in the bathroom. 

■ Set hot water heaters to 120 degrees or 
less. 

Should a fire occur, be prepared. The best 
way is by having a fire plan. Know exactly what 
steps to take in case a fire breaks out. 
Discover two ways out of every room, in case 
smoke or flames block one exit. 

Also establish a meeting place where 
everyone can convene once outdoors. 
Memorize the number of the fire department 
and have a neighbor's telephone in mind 
where you can make the call. 

Finally, Sparky urges that families not waste 
valuable time trying to save belongings from a 
fire. Get the family out. Items can be replaced; 
people cannot. — V.E.H.

Barring divine intervention, there 
will be only one change in the 11- 
member Virginia delegation in the 
House of Representatives. That will 
come in the Southside Fifth District, 
where either Democrat Virgil Goode 
or Republican George Landrith will 
succeed L.F. Payne, who is retiring to 
seek the office of lieutenant governor 
next year. 

Some will 
wonder why 
Payne would 
vacate a seat 
he hasn't had 
much trouble 
holding for 
the pro- 
spective 
glory of 
state wide of- 
fice. Well, 
most politics 
is a matter of 
dull routine 
and claptrap. 
But the 
House is a 
place where 
it is particu- 
larly prevalent, militated only by the 
solace of service in majority and a 
decent chairmanship. The first is now 
up in the air and the second is often a 
long wait. 

The most senior member of the 
state delegation after 1 6 years of ser- 
vice, Tom Bliley of Richmond, is 
also the most powerful. As chairman 
of the Energy and Commerce Com- 
mittee, he commands a broad agenda 
and has been in the middle of some of 
the most ferocious battle of the 104th 
Congress, including the assault on 
tobacco and major changes in federal 
law governing telecommunications, 
which was signed by President 
Clinton. 

Holding one of the safest Repub- 
lican seats in the nation, Billy takes 
sides in inter-party disputes to a de- 
gree rare for a member of Congress. 
Not always opposed by Democrats in 
the past,- and never very seriously, 
Roderic Slay ton of Orange stepped 
forward this year to challenge him. 
Both men can look forward to an 
early bedtime Nov. 5. 

The Democratic counterpart to 
Bliley is Robert Scott of the Third 
District. A former state senator, first 
elected in a while-majority district, 



Scott was content to run for Congress 
in 1992 from a new district having 
only a slight black majority. 

But then-Gov. Douglas Wilder in- 
sisted that additional black precincts 
be added to give Scott a mortal lock. 

The district joins the East End of 
Richmond with black-majority pre- 
cincts plucked from Petersburg, 
Hopewell , Hampton, Newport News, 
Norfolk and Portsmouth. The racial 
gerrymander of the Third is now un- 
der challenge in federal court 

In the adjoining Fourth District, 
that exceedingly rich and clever 
Democrat, Norman Sisisky.isalmost 
as safe as Scott. Hopewell City Coun- 
cilman Tony Zevgolis, who got 32 
percent of the vote against Sisisky 
two years ago, is trying again, with 
even smaller hope. 

Democrat Owen Pickett doesn't 
have quite so strong a hold on the 
Second District, which combines 
most white voters in Norfolk with 
Virginia Beach. But he has withstood 
strong competition from Republicans 
in the past and should have no diffi- 
culty turning back the OOP's John 
Tate this year. This is a district the 
GOP should sooner or later win. 

The Sixth, stretching from Roa- 
noke to Harrisonburg, and east to 
include Lynchburg, is now safely in 
the pocket of the GOP's Bob Good- 
latte after a 1 0-year stint in Demo- 
cratic hands. Unopposed at the end of 
his first term in 1994, Goodlatte has 
drawn a little-known and scantily fi- 
nanced opponent in Jeff Gray and 
may look forward to a margin ap- 
proaching a landslide. 

If it does, Goodlatte will have been 
vindicated in his down-the-line de- 
fense of the policy goals of the Re- 
publican leadership. 

Goodlatte believes GOP losses in 
the House will be small enough to 
preserve its majority for another two 
years. If so, and Clinton is re-elected, 
it would likely mean another Repub- 
lican majority in 1998 and a good 
shot at a role of some influence for 
Goodlatte. 

In the Southwest Ninth, Democrat 
Rick Boucher has a slightly more 
difficult hand to play, but not much. 
It's a fact, however, that four incum- 
bents have been defeated there since 
1952. 

Boucher had a small scare in 1984, 
after his first term, but has had little 



difficulty turning back the Republi- 
cans since then, and shouldn't find it 
hard to dispose of Patrick Muldcon 
this year. 

There is something of a conser- 
vative trend in the Ninth that could 
give Boucher trouble one day, de- 
pending on the state of the Demo- 
cratic Party and the strength of his 
GOP challenger. 

In trying to create an ultra-safe 
district for liberal Jim Moran of Al- 
exandria in the Eighth District, while 
giving their party a good chance in 
the new Eleventh, Democrats in Rich- 
mond conceded the GOP's long-serv- 
ing Frank Wolf an ultra-safe Tenth 
District. They did that by adding Ar- 
lington County to the Eighth and giv- 
ing Wolf heavily Republican areas in 
the upper Shenandoah Valley. 

The Eleventh District, which in- 
cludes parts of the counties of Fairfax 
and Prince Williams, was held by 
Democrat Leslie Byrne for one term. 
She was swept out in the Republican 
tide of 1994 by Tom Davis, who 
looks agile enough to hold the scat. 

As befits a "swing" district, Davis 
has presented himself as a moderate 
Republican, dissenting from the party 
line when necessary to stay in good 
odor with his constituency. 

House Speaker Newt Gingrich saw 
the need to protect the seat for the 
GOP and gave the freshman Davis a 
rare leadership role in the troubled 
affairs of the District of Columbia. 
This is a subject of obvious concern 
inNorthernVirginiaand was guaran- 
teed to give Davis considerable cov- 
erage in the local press, no mean feat 
even for a congressman. 

The one Virginia incumbent with 
no opponent is the GOP's redoubt- 
able Herb Bateman in the Tidewater 
First District he has held since 1982. 
The seat was competitive for Demo- 
crats (Bateman had a narrow squeak 
in 1990) until many black voters were 
removed to the Third. 

Democrats came up with a candi- 
date but he decided the game wasn't 
worth the candle and withdrew. It 
was just as well.

Usually when we think of pollu- 
tion, we think of it in terms of the 
contamination of soil, water and at- 
mosphere. There is another kind of 
pollution, however, that is seldom 
mentioned. It is newsprint. Cities pay 
a fee to have certain items in their 
garbage recycled 
Citizens of Chesapeake, for ex- 
ample, pay 
$1 per month 
per house- 
hold or $12 
per year for 
recycling. By 
weight ap- 
proximately 
80 percent of 
that which is 
recycled is 
newsprint 
pollution. 
That equates 
to $9.60 for 
newsprint 
and $2.40 for 
other items 
such as glass, 
aluminum 
cans, etc. 
It seems only fair then that since 
most of the recycling charge is for 
newsprint, those responsible should 
contribute to the cost of recycling it. 
If someone iscaughtpoUutingariver, 
stream, wetlands or the atmosphere, 
they are sometimes fined, made to 
make restitution or, in some cases, 
sent to jail. 

Yet no consideration is given to 
newsprint polluters. 

Why should elderly people, strug- 
gling young couples or anyone for 
that matter be required to pay for 
others' pollution? In discussing this 
matter with a high level source in 
Byerly Publications, publisher of The 
Chesapeake Post, The Portsmouth 
Times, The Virginia Beach Sun and 
other publications, I was told, "We 
have no problem with anything the 
city might determine concerning this 
matter. We have always tried to be 
good corporate neighbors and will 
continue to do so." 

Chesapeake city councilman Joe 
Newman said, "We would entertain 
any offer from local area newspapers 
to study the matter more thoroughly." 
The largest local area newspaper is 
The Virginian-Pibt, to which I sub- 
scribe. Last Sunday when I weighed 
my paper it was three pounds before 
I stripped out all of the unwanted 
advertisements. After removing the 
advertisements, I had one pound of 
what was left, and even some of those 
pages had sprinkles of advertise- 
ments. 

Now folks, those advertisements 
bring millions into the coffers of 
Landmark Corp., publishers of The 
Virginian-Pibt. Since they are the 
largest local area newspaper, it only 
holds that their contribution should 
be greater than the others when it 
comes to fees for recycling newsprint 
if it becomes law. 

It would cost the cities $48 per ton 
if the recycled material was put in 
garbage cans and hauled to a dump. 
Chesapeake Vice Mayor John Butt, 
when approached on the subject of 
newsprint pollution, said, "I agree 
with councilman Newman that we 
would be receptive to a study on the 
subject of newsprint pollution, but I 
am also concerned with the mind 
pollution that spews from the pages 
of a certain local area newspaper. It's 
a shame we can't assess a fee for that 
also." 
Welcome to the real world. 
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Little Creek Amphibious 
keeps Navy operations 
sailing smooth course 
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This is the first in a two-part series 
about Little Creek Naval Amphibi- 
ous Base. 

The Naval Amphibious Base at 
Little Creek is the largest base of its 
kind in the world and is the major 
operating station for the amphibious 
forces of the United States Atlantic 
Fleet. 

It has a to- 
tal of 2,120 
acres of land 
and is located 
at the ex- 
treme north- 
west corner 
of Virginia 
Beach. 

The mis- 
sion of the 
amphibious 
base is to pro- 
vide continu- 
ously im- 
proving sup- 
port and ser- 
vices to oper- 
ating forces 
and shore 
commands, 
and to enhance the quality of life 
within the community. 

Viewed as the premier base in the 
Navy, Little Creek provides the fin- ' 
est support and services for operating 
forces and shore commands alike. 
The quality-of-life programs are di- 
verse and comprehensive and this 
facility is recognized for innovation 
and excellence in all it does. 

At the beginning of World War II, 
four 'separate bases — Camp 
Bradford, Camp Shelton, Frontier 
Base and Little Creek Base — were 
located on what is now called the 
Little Creek Amphibious Base. 
Newly-established Seabee units over- 
flowing from Camp Allen at Se well ' s 
Point, Norfolk, moved out to Camp 
Bradford. Later Camp Bradford was 
concerted into a training center for 
tank landing ship crews. 

Camp Shelton, an armed guard 
training center, was used as a separa- 
tion center at the end of the war. 
Frontier Base was a forwarding cen- 
ter for men and equipment destined 
for the European theater. Little Creek 
Base was established in 1943 as the 
center for all amphibious training in 
the Navy and on Aug. 10, 1945 all 
four bases were consolidated into the 
Little Creek Amphibious Training 
command. It was designated a per- 
manent base in 1946. 

Today the facility is comprised of 
four locations in three states, includ- 
ing almost 9,000 acres of real estate 



within which 15,000 military and ci- 
vilian employees work together. Out- 
lying facilities of the Amphibious 
Base include a 6,013-acre Naval 
Gunfire Support Range located at 
Bloodsworth Island, Md., 80 miles 
north in the Chesapeake Nay. 

Approximately 350 acres at Camp 
Pendleton, sandwiched between Dam 
Neck and the commercial section of 
Virginia Beach, make up Little 
Creek's only property with direct 
access to the open ocean. Twenty- 
one acres known as Radio Island at 
Morehead City, N.C., are used as an 
amphibious embarkation/debarkation 
area for Unites States Marine Corps 
units at Camp Lejeune, N.C. 

Port facilities are leased at the Com- 
mercial Terminal in Morehead City, 
N.C. near Radio Island. 

The base provides facilities, ser- 
vices and logistic support to local 
commands, units and ships. The 61 
piers surrounding Little Creek Chan- 
nel provide docking facilities for ap- 
proximately 28 Navy ships 
homeported at Little Creek. Smaller 
Navy craft, including various size 
landing craft, are also docked there. 
The Coast Guard has several vessels 
docked at Little Creek. . 

The piers accommodate dock land- 
ing ships (LSDs), amphibious com- 
mand ships (LCCs), fleet tugs (ATFs), 
rescue and salvage ships (ARSs) and 
patrol gunships (PGs). 

The Little Creek site includes 
woodland training areas in support of 
amphibious operations. Sandy 
beaches and mudflats provide a real- 
istic scenario for other hands-on train- 
ing. 

Also included are three miles of 
beach on the Chesapeake Bay and 3/ 
4 of a mile of beach on the Atlantic 
Ocean .Navy, Army and Marine Corps 
reserve personnel have use of the 
training facilities. Their training is 
coordinated through the Naval and 
Marine Corps Reserve Readiness 
Center at Little Creek. Some 4,500 
reservists train there yearly. Each 
summer, amphibious training and 
indoctrination for midshipmen of the 
Naval Reserve Officers Training 
corps units from colleges and univer- 
sities across the nation are also con- 
ducted at Little Creek. 

Approximately 74 tenant and/or 
supported activities live at Little 
Creek, most of which are directly 
involved in amphibious operations. 
The base has three primary training 
commands: The Fleet Training Unit, 
Expeditionary Warfare Training 
Group Atlantic and the Armed Forces 
School of Music.

Denkler's career path took quite a route 
before she settled in the development field. 

A former computer teacher at St. 
Gregory's Catholic School while attending 
school part-time at Virginia Wesleyan 
College, she thought French was her "true 
calling." But when her daughter, Jennifer, 
graduated high school and prepared to enter 
college at Ole' Miss, Denkler wanted to 
make it a family experience. 

Mom and son Joshua pulled up their 
Virginia Beach stakes and moved to 
Mississippi. There Denkler became active 
in community theater, but after a year she 
yearned for home. 

"When I came back, of course my job at 
St. Gregory's was already taken," she 
reflected. "I started handing out resumes 
and had a friend that knew someone who 
used to work in this job. She said that I had 
years worth of working in fund-raising and 
things like that, so why not apply for it?" 

Denkler landed the job and is determined 
to make it a success.

Folic acid asset to pregnancy

Just what is folic acid? 
Folic acid is one of the 12 B vita- 
mins. It is a very important nutri- 
tional supplement that our bodies 
cannot manufacture. Therefore, we 
must adjust sufficient quantities to 
satisfy our bodies ' needs for this sub- 
stance throughout our diet Most non- 
pregnant individuals obtain plenty of 
this vitamin through a regular diet, 
especially one rich in meats, grains 
and cereals. 

Why is this of increased impor- 
tance in pregnancy? 
Over the last several years we have 
discovered in 
national and in- 
ternational 
studies that 
folic acid is 
critically im- 
portant to preg- 
nancy. This vi- 
tamin is ver 
importaniinthe 
developmentof 
the brain and 
neurological 
structures. It 
has been noted 
in individuals 
"~*""^ — " " — "^ who have had 
babies born 
without the forebrain, known as 
anacephalic monsters, or children 
born with spina bifida, that their 
mothers did not ingest extra folic 
acid. The occurrence rate of these 
diseases is cut in half by taking this 
vitamin. 

Other studies were then conducted 
to see if adding increased amounts of 
folic acid in women at low-risk would 
be beneficial. Indeed, these studies 
have shown a miraculous decrease in 
the number of neurological diseases 
and disorders; particularly in 
anacephaly and spina bifida in low- 
risk patients, as well as those at high 
risk for these diseases. 
How much is enough? 
In non-pregnant women, 400 mi- 
crograms, a little bit less than one- 
half of a milligram, is needed on a 
daily basis. This dosage is usually in 
most over-the-counter medications. 
However, in prescription dosages of 
prenatal vitamins, a full one milli- 
gram is given, or 1000 micrograms. 
This is one of the reasons why prena- 
tal vitamins are dispensed by pre- 
scription. It is noted in individuals 
who have had a history of neurotube 
defects, like spina bifida and 
anacephalic monsters, an extra one 
milligram tablet, separate from pre- 
natal vitamins, was given in addition 
to the prenatal vitamins, for a full 
two milligrams a day. 

This information has brought the 
food and drug administration to be- 
gin recommending adding supple-

Award-winning teacher distinguished herself 



Grace Clark noted for creativity 
innovations in the classroom

Moose soup, anyone? 

If any of Grace Clark's ninth- 
grade world geography class from 
Bayside High School should ever 
visit the cold frozen Northlands, 
they will know that it's meant as a 
compliment when the natives put 
moose nostrils in your soup. 
Although such delicacies do not 
appeal to the average Virginia 
Beach high school student, Clark 
teaches her classes to appreciate the 
diverse ways of people in other 
parts of the world. 

The gifted educator's love of her 
work and her students shows. And 
her hard work is paying off for her. 

Last year, in her first year of 
teaching, she was a national winner 
of the Sallie Mae First Class 
Teacher Award, a prestigious 
distinction. 

Clark was honored by the 
Virginia Beach Public Schools last 
week during a recognition 
ceremony. 

The Sallie Mae Corporation is a 
government corporation that 
administers student loans. For the 
past 12 years, it has also been 
awarding outstanding teachers for 
creativity, appeal to students, 



communication with parents, and 
volunteer activity cither in the 
school or in the community. 

Although Virginia Beach schools 
have had several Sallie Mae 
teaching awards on the local level 
during that time, Clark's 
national award is a first for the 
system. 

"We have never had that level of 
winner before," said Dr. Anne 
Meek, special assistant in media 
and communications for the 
Virginia Beach School System. 

There's a secret to Clark's 
success. 

She cares about each of the 
individual students she sees, and 
she wants each of the 140 kids in 
her classes to understand the 
material and pass. 

Troubled by the way some 
students have of writing 
themselves off and accepting 
zeroes, she considers it her work to 
inspire class members to want to 
succeed. 

"I chase zeroes," she smiled. She 
teaches them not only the material 
but informs them of the 
importance of studying regularly. 

The 35-year-old educatorgave up 
the business world for the 
classroom because she was bored.

"Money is not everything," she 
said. "Every day in the classroom 
is a different day, a mental and 
spiritual challenge. I do run a 
classroom that gives every student 
an opportunity for success." 

Although Clark's subject matter 
is not easy, she compares it to a 



train. If students get right on board 
and ride, they can understand it. 
Even if they miss some of the 
material, they can catch up like the 
commuter who runs to catch the 
train. 

Perhaps it all goes back to her 
philosophy. She views educauon 



as an important tool for the growth 
of citizens in a democracy. 

"It goes back to the founding 
fathers," she said. "The United 
Stales goes nowhere without each 
student being properly educated." 

Clark's classes are enthusiastic 
about her approach. Holly Burch, 
an 1 1 th grader, had failed world 
geography twice before signing up 
for Clark's classs. 

"Now I am getting As," she 
said. "She makes it interesting 
because she relates it to real life 
stuff. It's just not as boring as it 
was last year." 

Shannon Scarborough, a 10th 
grader, took Clark's world 
geography class last year. 

"She is a fine teacher," said 
Scarborough. "She made 
everything interesting. She took 
her own time after school to make 
sure you understood it. She made it 
so you did not want to sleep in 
class." 

Dwayne Barnes, a ninth grader, 
was also enthusiastic. 

"I love it," he said. "The first day 
I came in here she took everybody's 
worries. She asked about our 
hobbies." 

Nikki Dunstan, a 10th grader, 
learned a lot from the attention 
Clark gave her to make sure that 
she learned the material. 

"I got a lot of one-on-one," she 
said. "The skills she taught have 
helped carry over to this year." 



Veteran educator attends prestigious institute

David E. Buckingham, vice 
president for student affairs and 
dean of students at Virginia 
Wesleyan College, recently 
returned from a month at Harvard 
University, attending a program on 
professional development for senior 
college and university 
administrators. 

Harvard's Institute for 
Educational Management (EM), 
now in its 27th year, is considered 
by many educators as the best 
program of its kind. Being accepted 
is a great honor. Only 95 of more 
than 200 highly qualified 
applicants were chosen to 
participate. 

"Both the former and current 
presidents attended the institute and 
had positive things to say about it. 
I thought I would benefit from it 
so I applied.. .It was really an 
exhilarating experience. I had 
several instructors who were very 
provocative. They stimulated you 
to learn," the Chesapeake resident 
said. 

Those who attended the institute 
were primarily college presidents, 
academic deans and deans of 
students. However, there were also 
a few college attorneys, chief 
financial officers and librarians who 
participated. 

Administrators came from all 
over the country and beyond — 
England, Canada and the 
Caribbean. Community colleges, 



major universities, small college, 
and primarily black institutions 
were all represented. 

There were four other Virginians 
besides Buckingham at IEM. These 
educators came from Roanoke 
College, Virginia Tech, University 
of Virginia and Patrick Henry 
Community College. 

"One of the best things about the 
program was all the people I was 
able to meet. Now I have a new 
network of 90 experts that I can 
call on or e-mail and invite to 
campus to facilitate a program or 
discussion," noted Buckingham. 

Those who attended stayed in the 
university dorms and ate at the 
cafeteria. Every morning students 
met for breakfast at 7 a.m. Classes 
starting 45 minutes later ran all day 
long. And yes, there was 
homework. 

"I admit it took me back a while. 
I've been in this line of work for 
20-some odd years and then all of 
the sudden, I'm back in school 
again, studying by lamp light until 
three or four in the morning." 
laughed Buckingham. 

The curriculum was planned for 
college and university 
administrators whose responsibility 
and authority shape broad 
institutional policy. This summer's 
program stressed three significant 
challenges facing higher educauon: 
Leadership in a Dynamic 
Environment. Managing the 
Academic Community, and Vision. 
Strategy and Change. 



Much of class time was devoted 
to talking about different leadership 
styles, components in successful 
academic communities and different 
ways to approach various 
administrative issues. Students 
were given four volumes of case 
studies to learn. In class the 
various issues and solutions to 
these case studies would be 
discussed 

Each week a college or university 
president would be brought in to 
talk about various issues he or she 
had faced and how these issues had 
been solved. The guest lecturers 
were Fred Humphries of Florida A 
& M. Kenneth Shaw from 
Syracuse University and Clair 
Gaudiani from Connecticut 
College. 

"The institute made me realize 
that I need to be more open in 
approaches to solving problems. It 
taught me a lot about dealing with 
difficult situations in new ways 
verses the traditional," said 
Buckingham. 

According to Lina Coilingham, 
assistant dean of students, 
Buckingham has already began 
incorporating what he learned the 
summer into making positive 
changes on the Virginia Wesleyan 
campus. 

"We learned through 
questionnaires of over 100 students 
what changes they would like to 
see made. Among other things we 
found out they wanted more self- 
governance and bigger, quality all-

Lynnhaven House 
hosts youth for 
fun look at past

The Lynnhaven House hosted a 
Skills and Scout Day recently at 
the 18th-century Virginia Beach 
landmark on Wishart Road to give 
youngsters a sampling of Colonial 
life. 

Scouts in uniform or with 
membership identification were 
invited to the historic site to view 
demonstrations on Colonial 
weaving, basket making, soap 
making and candle making. Scouts, 
as well as other visitors, were able 
to get a glimpse into daily 
Colonial life and learn something 
about the early settlers in what was 
originally known as Lower Norfolk 
County (later Princess Anne 
County). 

Visitors also had the opportunity 
to participate "hands-on" in making 
their own candles, brain-tanning 
deer hide, bobbing for apples, 
making soap and spirining thread 
for clothing. 

Jimmy Green and his son, Mark, 
a Cub Scout with Pack 462 in 
Chesapeake, took advantage of this 
unique opportunity to "weave 
education and Scouting" into a 
family excursion. Green's entire 
family made the trip and appeared 
to enjoy themselves immensely, 

"We just couldn't resist 
attending. There's so much history 
practically in our backyard. 
Sometimes we just take it for 
granted," Green observed. 

Girl Scouts in Cadet Troop 1017 
from Hampton showed up en 
masse to participate 
enthusiastically in most of the 
activities offered. They spent some 
time playing with toys that were 
popular during the Colonial period. 
They became curious about brain- 
tanning deer hide. 

A Colonial frontiersman, 
longhunter, scout, guide and 
surveyor in the person of Ron 
jMielps was .on hand to answer any 
questions that the modern day 
"Scouts might have. He 
demonstrated Native American 
brain-tanning methods which 
proved to be of considerable 
interest to the young Scouts. 

Longhunter Phelps of the 
Chesapeake Bay Fur Company was 
equipped with a couple of 
smoothbore flintlock muskets, a 
large hunting knife and a

tomahawk. Phelps' son, Kyle, 
assisted his father. 

Karl Anton of Troop 99 in 
Virginia Beach was highly 
impressed with the soap-making 
process. 

He remarked, "It really made me 
appreciate soap. There's a lot 
involved.. .animal fat, ashes from 
the fireplace and lye. I'll never 
waste soap again. I'll even use the 
little pieces... that stick to the soap 
dish" he promised with sincerity. 

The Scouts and other 
visitors also learned that the 
origins of present day English 
idioms can be traced to the 
Colonial period. Expressions such 
as "flash in the pan" and "tied to 
mother's apron strings" had very 
concrete literal meanings in 
Colonial days as did "bury the 
hatchet" and "talk turkey." 

"Flash in the pan" originally 
referred to a misfire in musketry in 
which the powder in the pan burned 
but failed to ignite the powder in 
the barrel behind the projectile. 

Today a "flash in the pan" refers 
to someone or something that 
makes an impression but is 
otherwise unsuccessful. In 
Colonial days, small children were 
literally, through loops in their 
clothing, tied to their mothers by 
apron strings to keep them from 
straying. 

Of course, today, "lied to

mother's apron strings" suggests 
that one is still overly dependent or 
influenced by his or her mother. 

Most of these Scouts, however, 
were nowhere near their mothers. 
In fac, fathers, mothers and Scout 
leaders struggled to keep pace with 
the youngsters. 

Teaching and learning was the 
order of the day for docents, parents 
and Scouts. If there was anyone 
who didn't become actively 
involved in the teaching-learning 
process, he or she must have stayed 
in the parking lot off Wishart 
Road. 



"We just couldn't 
resist attending.

Girl Scout Sarah Childress, 
according to docentRuth Johnson, 
was "a natural" at making bobbin- 
lace which was used as 
ornamentation on Colonial period 
clothing. "She seemed to catch on 
very quickly." Johnson remarked. 

Colonial herb gardens and 
medical practices were also topics 
of interest. Early settlers used 
lamb's ear bandages, sassafras root 
tea and crab claw antacids to soothe 
injuries and "internal complaints." 
Bloodletting with leeches were a 
part of the medical scene too. Use 
of these bloodsucking worms was 
widespread because it was believed 
that "ill humors in the blood" 
could be vented to relieve the 
victim's suffering. 

Several of the girls from 
Hampton's Troop 1017 had some 
serious reservations about living in 
the Colonial period. 

"Yeah, I'd trade places and live in 
the past.. .for about a week. Then 
I'd want to come back. It'd be nice 
for a while... and the bugs don't 
really bother me that much," 
offered Emily Tumage. 

Leah Ewart thought, "It would be 
fun, until it got to you.' 

When asked what she thought 
about Skills and Scout Day at the 




Lynnhaven House. Amy Turnage, 
Emily's sister, said, "It's neat 
because it's hands-on It reminds me 
of Colonial Williamsburg, but 
better because you get to try 
things." 

Shirley Bueche, administrator at 
the Lynnhaven House, feels that 
it's important for young people to 
appreciate their heritage and 
arranges programs throughout the 
year geared specifically for them. 

Parents whose children have 
participated in these programs have 
commented very favorably upon 
the quality of the programs 

"Real people lived here at the 
Lynnhaven House. They were 
brave and ingenious; we must not 
forget that," Bueche insisted. "Our 
young people need to know 
because they are the future. If 
places such as the Lynnhaven 
House are to be preserved, young 
people must learn to love them 
too." 

That was exactly what Skills and 
Scouts Day was all about — 
remembering the skills of the past 
and educating the citizens of the 
future. 

According to Beuche, "The 
Lynnhaven House is about 80-85 
percent original and the best 
preserved middle to upper-middle 
class dwelling in the area" 
Numerous upper class mansions 
have survived — Carter's Grove, 
Shirley, Bacon's Castle, Berkley 
and Westover — but few middle 
class dwellings of this type have 
survived the ages. 

"This is an attractive little house. 
It's almost a miracle that it has 
survived," concluded Beuche. 

The 18th-century plantation 
house was originally believed to be 
built by master carpenter Savill 
Gaskin between 1648 and 1662, It 
was erroneously concluded that 
Gaskin built the house because it 
was built in the 17th-century style. 

Nell Burkhardt, vice director of 
the Southeastern Branch of the 
Association for the Preservation of 
Virginia Antiquities (APVA) was 
quick to point out that subsequent 
use of dendrochronology (scientific 
analysis of sample wood borings) 
has revealed that the Lynnhaven 
House was most likely built in 
1725 "using lumber from trees 
felled the previous winter" by 
Francis Thelaball. 

It served as a home for the 
Francis Thelaball family which 
included his wife. Abigail and five 
sons. 

When Thelaball's father 
emigrated to Virginia from France, 
his surname was "LaBalle."

It was later Anglicized probably 
for convenience, to Thelaball.

easement up to $100,000. 

The USDA is providing $30 
million nation-wide for the 
program which has been in effect 
for approximately a month.

qualifies for the program because it 
is the only locality with an ARP 
program.

Goodwill turned his life around

For years Ricky Whitaker's life 
was spiraling downward. 

There was a time when he 
seemed to be bent on self- 
destruction, misusing any 
opportunity he had. He skipped 
school as a teen, abused alcohol 
and drugs, stole to support bad 
habits, and was in and out of jail 
throughout much of his adult life. 
Getting shot and becoming 
paralyzed did not even slow him 
down. 

His last arrest was for 
shoplifting while in a wheelchair. 

But then a second chance 
stepped in, and 41-year-old 
Whitaker got the opportunity to 
turn himself with the help of the 
Virginia Department of 
Rehabilitative Services. The 
department's counselor, Clarence 
Bunch, and Donald Self, ' a 
placement specialist from LAM 
CARES, saw the good in 
Whitaker and worked together to 
bring it out of him and to provide 
guidance and counseling and to 
assist him toward work related 
objectives. 

He entered the 
telecommunications school at 
Norfolk Goodwill Industries 
through a program that allowed 
him to be transitioned to them six 
months before release. Soon he 
quickly rose to the head of the 
class, and he has also won the 
recent honor of "Goodwill 
Graduate of the Year." 

"He's real smart," said his 
mother, Dora Whitaker, sad that 
her son has taken so long to find 
the right path in life, but very 
glad that he has found it. "H*i 
going to TCC in downtown 
Norfolk. He just started this year." 

Life for her son is beginning 
fresh each new day. 

"Each day that I am free it's a 
major milestone in my life," said 
Ricky Whitaker. "I've been out 
17 months. It's the first time that 
long in the last 20 years that I 
have maintained my freedom that 



long." 

In addition to his schoolwork, 
he has been placed at 
Ticketmaster in Virginia Beach 
as a phone agent. His church, 
Calvary Revival Pentecostal, has 
shown an interest in employing 
him in the disciple ministry, a 
ministry of teaching the faith to 
new converts through a process of 
lessons, where he would do 
typing and other clerical work. 
"The people have to be graded, 
not to fail them, but to see 
whether the person is committed 
to that vision," he said of the 
series of graded lessons. 

Whitaker is a source of pride 
for his counselors. 

"Goodwill was very 
instrumental in my 
rehabilitation," he added. It was 
part of my rehabilitation— where 
I am today." 

He explained that not only did 
they provide him with a job 
skill — computer training— but 
they also gave him something 



else. Through a program called 
Work Adjustment Training, they 
taught him not just to work but 
also how to work. 

Whitaker was very impressed 
by Jackie Lawrence, Goodwill's 
telecommunications instructor, 
who tried to make sure her 
students knew and understood 
what she was teaching them. 
"She had genuine love and care 
for not some of her students but 
all of her students," said 
Whitaker. 

"She would not accept defeat 
because 'you could.' He credits 
her for teaching him the phrase, 
'"Don't let I can't' become an 
extension of your personality." 

Faith in God is now an 
important part of Whitaker's life. 
To conquer his desires for drugs 
and alcohol is a more than 
human effort 

"Man cannot take that desire 
from himself," he said. "Jesus 
took all that desire away. He's 
the author and finisher of my 
life."

One of the best ways to find 
out what parents think about 
schools is to ask them through 
opinion polls. 

The Virginia Beach Media and 
Communications Development 
recently conducted its first 
telephone survey which focused 
on the opening of school. 
Parents were overwhelmingly 
positive in their opinions — 96 
percent indicated that the school 
year got off to a good start for 
their child(ren). Many parents 
commented that the teachers and 
staff are excellent and the bus 
drivers great 

One- hundred-and- three 
randomly-selected parents 
completed the seven-question 
survey. This sampling was 



designed by the Department of 
Accountability for a 90 percent 
confidence level; that's to say 
that the odds are 90 in 100 that 
complete coverage of the school 
division's parent population, 
using the same procedures, 
would produce results within 10 
percentage points, plus or minus 
10 points, of the sample result. 

The majority of parents 
indicated that they had received 
the information they needed to 
gel their child(ren) ready for 
school; 86 percent had the 
necessary bus information, 90 
percent knew the school hours 
and costs of school lunches, and 
99 percent were aware of their 
child(ren)'s school supply needs 
prior to the opening of school.

After several years of looking for 
a site for a shelter for the homeless 
— a site that never materialized — 
a committee of city administrators 
has proposed a plan which will 
disperse services for the homeless 
at several locations in the city. 

The main problem the city 
encountered in trying to locate a 
homeless shelter in the city was 
the opposition of the neighboring 
residents. 

The city's new policy report, 
termed the "Second Report on 
Analysis and Options Regarding 
Recommendations of the Homeless 
Advisory Committee," attempts to 
avoid this stumbling block in a 
number of ways. 

Among them: abandoning the 
single-shelter concept which was 
recommended by the Homeless 
Advisory Committee appointed by 
city council; upgrading services for 
the homeless single person; and, 
locating services in various 
locations, which have not been 
identified.

The city entered its search with a 
$800,000 Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) gram, and in 
September learned of a gram award 
to five Virginia Beach non-profit 
organizations totaling 5972,001. 
The Second Report stales that this 
later funding is an important 
resource that must be considered in 
the city's plan to provide 
comprehensive solutions for the 
homeless. 

While the advisory committee's 
report recommended a permanent 
shelter the staff report promotes 
different ways of achieving the 
same goals — but without the 
establishment of a single shelter. 

The staff committee recommends 
using the $800,000 grant to the 
Virginia Beach Community 



Golf committee stresses 
need for quality courses

What the city needs most to 
boost it as a golf destination resort 
is a four- or five-star resort and two 
signature-quality golf courses on 
the Lake Ridge property. 

J. Fletcher Bryant, representing 
the Parks and Recreation 
Commission and chairman of the 
Virginia Beach Golf Committee, 
told city council at a workshop 
Tuesday that a golfer who will pay 
$100 a round does not want to stay 
ata$10-a-night motel. 

Therefore, the first 
recommendation of the Golf 
Committee is the development of a 
four- or five-star resort and two 
signature-quality golf courses on 
the Lake Ridge property. The 
developer of the complex, 
according to the report, must 
participate as a full partner in the 
final land use plan and development 
standards for Lake Ridge. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said that the city can't compete 
with Myrtle Beach because the land 
costs here are too expensive. The 
city will have to strive for quality. 

Rating courses in tiers — Tierl, 
green fees and cart rental over 
$100; Tier 2, $50-$ 100; Tier 3, 
below $50; and. Tier 4 military 
courses in anticipation of jhe 
course at Fort Story — .Bryant said 



that the city has an abundance of 
Tier 3 courses, which is good 
because the city wants to attract all 
golfers and their families. 

What it needs is Tier 1 courses to 
serve an an incentive for other high 
quality courses. 

Bryant said, however, that it was 
difficult to build golf courses that 
will be in competition with S28 
fees. 

Other recommendations are: 

■ The creation of an identity for 
Virginia Beach as the "Links 
Capital of the East Coast" by a 
tiered approach to "links" style golf 
course development. 

■ Elevation of Red Wing Golf 
Course to championship quality 
(Tier 2) by immediately initiating 
the addition of nine holes and a 
learning center, the renovation of 
the existing 18 holes and a new 
modern clubhouse. 

■ Elevation of the proposed 
West Neck Creek Golf Course to 
championship quality (Tier 2) by 
reconfiguring the current layout 
with additional properly 
acquisition. 

■ Providing a full-time position 
or effort toward golf development 
within the Department of 
Economic Development.

Cider maker puts the 
squeeze on fall crop 

Youngsters share 
in old-fashioned 
method with press

Veteran cider maker Jim Hertz 
rapidly turns the crank of the apple 
cider press while friend Bob 
Giovanelli hurriedly stuffs the red 
and yellow apples into the turn-of- 
ihe century manual machine. 

Their bodies move in rhythm 
while the press grinds the apples 
and deposits skin, core and juice 
into a small oak bucket placed just 
below the wheel. ' 

To the adult onlookers, the task 
of making apple cider looks a lot 
like just plain hard work. But the 
dozens of children who gathered 
around Hertz at the Lynnhaven 
House Saturday were only thinking 
about how good the sweet cider 
was going taste. 

Hertz, who's been making apple 
cider for several years, was 
demonstrating his craft for local 
children the colonial house recently 
as part of a program aimed at 
teaching kids a little about life in 
earlier eras. 

"I want some apple cider, I want 
some apple cider," one child 
clamored. 

"Ooh, it's bubbling," another 
says as Hertz and Giovanelli pour 
ihc foamy cider that has escaped 
inio a second oak barrel. Once the 
liquid is strained, ihc two men pour 



it into paper cups and pass it 
around for all of the children to 
sample. 

Hertz gives these presenlauons 
each year to children at various 
sites around the community. Their 
response, he said, is always 
enthusiastic. 

"The kids enjoy it, they always 
come back for seconds," Hertz said. 
"Most kids like apple juice because 
it's sweet." 

A former teacher, Hertz seems to 
enjoy working with kids almost as 
much as he enjoys growing apples 
and making apple cider. He only 
makes the cider for himself and his 
friends, but he began giving 
demonstrations to children at 
Charity Methodist Pre-School 
several years ago. Since then, he's 
received invitations to demonstrate 
his cider-making techniques at 
other events. 

The only difference between the 
tangy apple cider and more tame 
apple juice is that the juice is 
pasteurized. Hertz said. Although 
cider will eventually ferment, it 
keeps well when it's stored in glass 
jugs in the refrigerator. He acted 
that hot mulled cider is particularly 
appealing in cold weather. 

Because four hands are better than 
two when it comes to making the 
cider. Hertz brought along 
Giovanelli to serve as his assistant 
this day. His wife, Jackie, also 
helps him sometimes, but 
although the job goes more

Tracking the work of Congress is a 
task of dubious value. When it comes 
to the House of Representatives, the 
public's altitude seems to be all mem- 
bers are bad except our own. 

Ten Virginia congressmen are 
seeking another term, and all seem a 
safe bet to get it. There will be one 
change in the Southside Fifth District 
where L.F. Payne is retiring to run for 
lieutenant 
governor. 

The exist- 
ing delega- 
tion is di- 
vided be- 
tween six 
Democrats: 
Owen Pick- 
ett, Norman 
S i s i sk y , 
Robert Scott, 
James 
Moran, Rick 
Boucher and 
Payne; and 
fiveRepubli- 
cans: Herb 
Bateman, 
Bob 
Goodlatte, Tom Bliley, Frank Wolf 
and freshman Tom Davis. 

Only three times in modern Ameri- 
can history — 1933, 1965 and 1995 
— has a House majority united be- 
hind a sweeping legislative program. 
The difference between past and 
present is the presidency. In 1933and 
1965, large Democratic majorities in 
Congress were united behind the 
president's program. 

This Congress, with rather small 
Republican majorities, was trying to 
enact its program mainly over the 
objections of President Clinton. 
Rarely could they muster enough 
votes to break Democrats filibusters 
in the Senate or leap the even higher 
hurdle of a presidential veto. 

Still, few congressional majorities 
in history have tried so hard — and at 
such political risk — to achieve the 
goals on which they sought election. 
While there were conspicuous fail- 
ures on issues that stood little chance 



in the first place, such as constitu- 
tional amendments imposing term 
limits and a balanced budget, which 
required a two-thirds' majority, there 
were more than a few successes. 

Most fiscal questions divided along 
parly lines, with all Democrats from 
Virginia opposing GOP budget reso- 
lutions. Those are adopted fairly early 
in the year to set a broad outline of 
where money will come from and 
where it will go. 

When it came to specific spending 
bills, there was some support among 
Virginia Democrats to reduce out- 
lays requested by the president. But 
even after Clinton's vetoes of spend- 
ing bills, which were all sustained, 
we saw the first actual decrease in 
non-entitlement spending since 1981- 
82. 

When itcame to slowing thegrowth 
in Medicare spending by $270 bi 1 1 ion 
over seven years, all Democrats in 
the Virginia delegation said no. When 
that was reduced to $ 1 58 billion, they 
still said no. In fact, most voted for no 
cuts at al I. And when given ihc chance 
to support Clinton's budget for fiscal 
'97 as presented, they were equally 
opposed. 

But Scott, Sisisky, Payne and 
Moran did support a budget proposal 
that would have reduced cost-of-liv- 
ing increases for Social Security and 
other federal entitlements. 

On the question of amending the 
Constitution to require a two-thirds' 
vote in both houses to raise taxes, 
which needed 280 votes but got only 
243, the GOP's Bateman joined all 
six Virginia Democrats in opposi- 
tion. 

The only lax cut attracting signifi- 
cant Democratic support was the 
rather silly idea of repealing the in- 
crease of 4.3 cents a gallon on motor 
fuel that Clinton got his first year — 
but only until Jan. 1, 1997, unless 
made permanent. This passed the 
House 301 to 108 with Pickett, Scott, 
Payne, Moran and Wolf voting no. It 
went nowhere in the Senate. 

Ending the federal entitlement for 
welfare and giving the states wide 



discretion to structure their own pro- 
grams, using block grants, was one of 
the more momentous issues of this 
Congress. Last year, the GOP's wel- 
fare-reform bill attracted some Demo- 
cratic support, but none in Virginia, 
and not enough to override Clinton's 
veto. This year, a somewhat milder 
bill still drew negative votes from 
Scott, Sisisky, Moran and Boucher. 

On thecmolional issue of repealing 
the ban on certain semi-automatic 
weapons, which passed the House 
but failed in the Senate, Bateman and 
Davis joined Scott and Moran in vot- 
ing no. One of the most bitterly fought 
measures was the ban on late-term 
abortions, where a baby is partially 
delivered before being terminated. 
Pickett, Scott and Boucher consis- 
tently opposed limiting this • 

Federal price supports for wheat, 
com and dairy products have bor- 
dered on scandal for many years. 
While necessary to sustain American 
agriculture during decades of 
downsizing, they cried out for re- 
form. On the vote phasing out dairy 
supports over five years, only Boucher 
and Wolf voted no. 

Butall the Virginians, except Wolf 
and Davis, wanted to continue subsi- 
dies for cotton and peanuts, which 
carried. In the final vote on the GOP' s 
"freedom-to-farm" bill, only Moran 
voted no. 

In a rare show of unity, the dele- 
gation united to support the president 
on a main foreign-policy issue. They 
all opposed a resolution prohibiting 
the use of federal funds to deploy 
U.S. ground forces in Bosnia, which 
failed of passage by only eight votes. 

Proving once again that it's only in 
the year after an election that Con- 
gress tackles the truly difficult, the 
GOP leadership has been extremely 
anxious in recent weeks to give a 
high-flying president most of what 
he wants. It was just as well. Having 
done a lot, and tried bravely (or fool- 
ishly, if you prefer) to do much more, 
they may just get by a fickle and 
inattentive electorate to return with a 
small majority.

dents. 

Non-military activities on board 
the base include the American Red 
Cross, NationsBank, Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps Relief Society, a Federal 
Credit Union and two U.S. post of- 
fices. To promote further education 
of service members, the base main- 
tains offices for the Navy Campus 
Education Center programs. 

The Supply Department provides 
in excess of 9,000 annual purchase 
actions, as well as annual fuel actions 
for 34,000 vehicles, 370 ships and 
950 boats, and storage and issuing 
services for the base, the amphibious 
force, tenant commands and other 
ships at Little Creek.

The Morale, Welfare and Recre- 
ation Department provides a variety 
of wholesome off-duty activities for 
active duty, reserves, retirees, tanant 
commands, forces afloat and their 
families. 

Vast recreational opportunities are 
available, including: gymnasiums, 
bowling center, tennis courts, boat 
and caper rentals, a campground, child 
care, family home care, youth activi- 
ties, information, tickets and tours, 
library, marina and boat slips, recre- 
ational storage lot, hobby center with 
automoti ve shop, woodworking shop, 
recycling facility, car paint shop and 
a car wash. Intramural sports pro- 
gram includes 25 different sports. 
Beaches, pools and picnic areas are 
available for summer fun. 

There are three clubs: an enlisted 
club, CPO Club and the Snug Harbor 
Officers' Club. All clubs offer a wide 
variety of entertainment and social 
functions. The base theater has first 
run movies for adults and children. 

The Navy Family Services Center 
provides reliable and useful informa- 
tion and referrals, resources, educa- 
tion and training and counseling and 
assistance that aid service members 
and their families. These services are 
provided to improve readiness and 
retention by enhancing the quality of 
life for married and single personnel. 

A modem chapel is on board pro- 
viding Protestant and Catholic reli- 
gious services. Medical and dental 
needs of military personnel and their 
dependents are provided in the Admr. 
Joel T Boone Clinic. 

Locally, an annual payroll of al- 
most $225 million for more than 
13,000 permanent, non-student per- 
sonnel creates a favorable economic 
impact on the surrounding commu- 
nity. 

The combination of operational, 
support and training facilities are 
geared almost exclusively for am- 
phibious operations. This renders the 
Naval Amphibious Base, Little Creek 
unique among bases of the United 
States and Allied Navies. It is under 
the operational control of the Com- 
mander in Chief, U.S. Atlantic Fleet, 
Little Creek and is commanded by a 
Navy captain. 

The dedicated men and women who 
actively serve in the amphibious force 
will continue to be mission ready. To 
thisend, the Naval Amphibious Base, 
Little Creek looks to the future.

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Up close and personal

Independence Middle School's Michael 
Halperin has learned quite a few lessons 
during his 28 years as an educator, but 
that's not necessarily enough. 

Instead, the sixth grade assistant principal 
prefers to live by the axiom "Never stop 
learning." That's just one of the reasons 
Halperin wanted to participate in the 
Hampton Roads Education Leadership 
Academy's (HRELA) Class of 1997. 

He is one of nine Virginia Beach 
administrators participating in the multi- 
disciplinary program developed by 
Southside educators, economic forecasters 
and business leaders. Conceived by the 
Hampton Roads Chamber of Commerce, 
HRELA is designed to enhance one's rang 
and mastery of administrative skills while 
planning for the future needs of educators, 
students, businesses and the community. 

Halperin recently returned from a retreat 
where members learned what they can 
expect from the program over the course of 
the year. 

"My boss, principal Dr. (Edith) Eidson, 
was involved in it last year and I was 
getting bits and pieces from that. I got very 
interested, so this year when they were 
taking applications I thought it would be 
very beneficial to get those types of skills," 
he said. 

At the two-day retreat, Halperin learned 
team-building skills "where you bring 
teachers together as a more cohesive unit 
and ways to approach things with staff and 
children." 

Meeting monthly, members are paired 
with area businesses. HRELA has several 
objectives: 

■ To provide administrators/principals 
with the business skills necessary to 
accomplish the tasks associated with site- 
based management. 

■ To prepare them for the challenges and 
complexities of leadership by developing 
team-building skills, internalizing the 
principles of leadership and developing a 
personal philosophy of leadership. 

■ To expose them to the history and 
political, economic and social realities of 
the region. 

■ To enable them to pool their knowledge 
and resources by developing rapport with 
their peers and the business community's 
leaders. 

■ To open the channels of 
communication among 
administrators/principals of Hampton Roads' 
schools, and the businesses and 
organizations of the entire community. 

Halperin, a native of New York whose 
Naval tour of duty brought him here in 1970, 
hopes to learn more about the political 
history of the region. The retreat, held at the 
Airfield Conference Center in Wakefield, 
gave him a taste of what's to come. 

"We spent an intense time training with 
very little time to ourselves, but it was all 
quality time- We met as small groups and 
came together as large groups. We also had 
to do presentations — a very intense 
workshop, but very worthwhile," Halperin 
said. "I found that pressure can be handled 
when you approach it the right way." 

Halperin hopes to bring all he learns at 
the academy back to his home school and 
impact Independence's 1,400 students. 

A former coach, Halperin explained 
that he came into education from a 
roundabout way — his involvement with 
sports. 

"It dawned on me one day early on that I 
enjoyed working with children in that 
capacity. Eventually it moved into the area 
of teaching," he said. 

Earning a bachelor's degree in Spanish 
from State University of New York- 
Binghamton, Halperin soon became 
involved with the Intensive Teacher 
Training Program in New York City. 

"What they did was let us student-teach 
over the summer, so I taught third grade, 
liked it and picked up some education 
credits from Brooklyn College. There was a 
teacher shortage back then — about 1968 
— and they were clamoring for us. I 
actually got to go back to the school where 
I'd been in junior high and got to work as a 
per diem substitute. I got a real initiation 
into the profession that way." 

Halperin also taught Spanish for before 
Naval service brought him to Norfolk. 

"My wife had been teaching at Bayside 
High School, so I went back to graduate 
school (Springfield College) and picked up 
another degree. When I finished graduate 
school we discussed where we wanted to go 
for jobs, she said she felt Virginia Beach 
had the best schools she'd taught in up to 
that point." 

Halperin began as a health and physical 
education teacher at Independence Middle 
School, later working at Virginia Beach 
Junior High and Plaza Middle School. He 
came back to Independence six years ago. 

As an educator, he believes the greatest 
challenge facing students today is acquiring 
the skills necessary to thrive in the 
workplace. 

"Kids need to have life skills when they 
leave school — be it high school or college 
as a terminal point — to be prepared well 
enough to function 20, 30 or 40 years down 
the road. Research now shows they're not 
necessarily going to pick one vocation and 
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stay in that job for the next 30 years. 
They're going to job-flex, probably need to 
have enough background for two, three or 
four jobs over the course of their career. 

"How can schools help? By providing 
those skills needed: computer literacy, 
communications, learning to work well with 
others in a team situation no matter what 
the job." 

Another challenge, Halperin said, is 
realizing that not every youth who graduates 
high school needs to continue in a four-year 
baccalaureate program. 

"We have an awful lot of service needs in 
society now where students can be directed, 
if they have the aptitude, to provide those 
services and still make a very good living," 
he said. "If we're all white-collar 
professionals we're in trouble." 

Halperin, a Vietnam-era veteran, is active 
in the community and especially enjoys 
youth-related endeavors. He is vice 
president and a former member of the board 
of directors of the Bayside Optimist Club. 
He was recently named the Outstanding 
Optimist Club Member 1995-96. 

The assistant principal has completed 
post-graduate work at Old Dominion and 
George Washington universities and is a 
member of Phi Delta Kappa.

Pilobus Dance 
Theater returns 



Tidewater Performing Arts Soc- 
iety launches its second decade 
the same way it started its first, 
with Pilobolus Dance Theater on 
Saturday, Oct. 19 at 8 p.m. at the 
Harrison Opera House in Norfolk. 

A major American dance com- 
pany of international influence, 
Pilobolus, now in its 26th year, is 
a legend in contemporary dance. 
Still true to its original impetus of 
collective creativity, Pilobolus is 
recognized for its invention in 
movement, stunning physical 
feats and visual surprises, contri- 
buting to one of the most popular 
and varied repertoires in the field. 
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Pilobolus Dance Theatre was 
founded in 1971 by Moses Pen- 
dleton and Jonathan Wolken, 
Dartmouth undergraduates who 
met in a dance class taught by 
Alison Chase. Pilobolus soon be- 
came a completely self-sufficient 
organization, its members choreo- 
graphing, dancing, managing and 
publicizing their own programs. 
Since 1973, the company has 
been an annual feature of the 
American Dance Festival.

Everyone has their own idea 
about what makes the perfect 
pumpkin. As Halloween and grows 
closer, Virginia Beach residents go 
on their annual search to find it. 

One place they might stop on 
their mission is Stoney's Produce 
on First Colonial Road near 
Hilltop. 

Bill Hudgins, who has owned the 
produce stand with his wife, Lynn, 
for the past five years, said many 
of his customers know just what 
they're looking for on their quest, 
while others stop and look around 
through each of the varieties of 
Pennsylvania-grown pumpkins. 

What are they looking for? 

"One would want a big one. One 
would want a little one. The next 
one wants the ugliest one they can 
find and one wants a perfectly 
smooth face," Hudgins grinned. 

In his opinion, the perfect 
pumpkin has a long, "decern' 
stem. 

"Most of this is for show, 
anyway," he explained. "As you 
look across and you see the 
pumpkins with the long stems and 
short stems, they catch your eye.

"Now that the customers have 
shown me, I try to tell the guy I 
get them from to give me the 
tallest stems he's got," Hudgins 
continued. "But the problems with 
large stems is that they break 
sometimes." 

Often, people pick up a pumpkin 
by the stem. But Hudgins put 
caution on that method. 

"It breaks the seal and water gets 
in them and they'll rot," he noted. 
Instead, they should be picked up 
by the bottom. 

But that isn't always possible 
"with very large pumpkins. Some 
of the one's at Stoney's weigh 
much more than 100 pounds. Since 
these cost a flat rate, they don't 
need to be weighed on the scale,

just moved. 

"The average guy can pick up 
100 pounds," said Hudgins, "but he 
can't pick up a pumpkin because 
he can't get his handsaround it and 
it's slippery." 

The solution? Roll it onto a 
sheet and carry it that way. These 
bright orange, humongous 
pumpkins are most often called 
Atlantic Giants. 

Most people prefer to set 
pumpkins on their porches, and 
some carve them as well. Peak 
pumpkin season started a little over 
a week ago and will run until about 
Thanksgiving time. 

Prior to Halloween, most people 
look for good carving pumpkins. 

But Hudgins advises them not to 
carve out their jack-'o-lantems just 
yet. A week prior to Halloween 
should be the maximum. 

The common carving pumpkin is 
called a face, it is generally bright 
orange, round and smooth. 

Decorating or painting them, 
however, can be done long before 
Halloween. Hudgins has some 
painted pumpkins on hand that 
were done by Pennsylvania Amish 
as well ' as gourds painted by a 
Virginia Beach artist. While some 
have silly faces, others border on 
scary. 

Different types of 

pumpkins serve different types of 
purposes. 

Shorter, paler pumpkins are 
referred to as butter pumpkins and 
many believe it to be the oldest 
species of pumpkin. 

Some people prefer their 
Halloween pumpkins to have a bit 
rJf green for character. 

"II you go out into field of 
pumpkins, they're green," Hudgins 
explained. "A lot of people think 
that a pumpkin, as soon as it's a 
pumpkin, it's orange. They're not. * 
They're green and then they turn 
orange." 

Bumpy pumpkins or those with 
warts also receive a lot of 
attention, because they, too, have 
character and aren't quite as 
attractive. 

Hudgins also keeps a line of blue 
hubbard squash on hand. 

"Now, if you want ugly, look at 
those," he suggested. 

Near the top of the "ugly" list, 
perhaps bordering on "strange," are 
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PUMPKIN PICKER. Kristin Folck, 8, fooad a few Mead at Stoney's 
Produce while checking oat a painted pumpkin. Straw-staffed 
scarecrows look great with a big, round, orange head! 



a variety of gourds. While no two 
look exactly the same, some 
resemble a goose, a Mexican hat or 
bird house. These, Hudgins 
explained are strictly ornamental. 

Once Halloween is over, interest 
in carving pumpkins diminishes. 
Instead, people start cooking with 
them. 

"Last year, we were scared to 
death," Hudgins laughed. "We had a 
lot of pumpkins left over. It 
seemed like a lot of people asked 
for them (cooking pumpkins) after 
Halloween They didn't ask for 
them before." 

He recommends using a pumpkin 
called a spookie for making pics. 

Cinderella pumpkins, known for 
iheir flatness and flamboyant color, 
are often used for centerpieces. 

Whatever the purpose, 

perhaps the most particular 
pumpkin pickers are children. 

Brittany Folck, 10, thinks the 
perfect pumpkin would be a scary 
one. 

"I think it would have cuts all 
over its face — scars," she noted. 
"And tall." 

Elizabeth Cornell, 4, said she 



prefers liule ones. 

Jason Durkin, 8, patiently 
explained his vision of the perfect 
pumpkin. 

"First, it has to be big enough to 
carve a face on it," he said. "It has 
to be a scary face so it will scare 
people when you put the light in it 
when they come to your house for 
candy. 

"It has to be orange, because if 
it's green, then it's not really a real 
pumpkin," he continued matter-of- 
factly. "And it has to have a fat 
stem on top so your dad can cut the 
top and pick up the top to put the 
candle in and light it up on 
Halloween. But you have to take 
the seeds out first." 

Stoney's Produce will be open at 
its present location until late 
December from 9 a.m. - 7 p.m. 
seven days a week. At that time 
the new Unkhorn Park Elementary 
School construction will get under 
way. Hudgins is currently trying to 
have zoning changed on a parcel 
near Virginia Beach General 
Hospital so thai he may move his 
business there.

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'Conservation kid' already 
making environmental inroads 

Tallwood teen dedicated to preserving 
Earth, nature-friendly practice

The bumper sticker on Mary 
Donahue's car reads "Lake Litter 
Makes Sick Critters." 

Her backyard teems with 
homegrown tomatoes and berries in 
the summer, and there's a lot of 
conversation about soil types and 
erosion around her house. 

But she's' quick to point out that 
neither she or her husband, Larry, 
are outdoor enthusiasts. The credit, 
she says, goes to her son, Thomas. 

"He works on us," she said, 
referring to the bumper slickers. 

"I'm advertising on their car," 
concedes Thomas, 14. The 
Tallwood High freshman, who 
developed an interest in the 
outdoors very early in life, is an 
enthusiastic 4-H member who's 
well-versed in soil and water 
conservation. 

Last summer, he represented the 
Virginia Dare District in a soil and 
water conservation camp at 
Virginia Tech. While he was in 
Blacksburg, he explored the 
campus, canoed down rapids, and 
came back with a new appreciation 
for plants. 

"Thomas, what type of plant is 
this?" his mother asked, pointing 
to a large-leafed plant in a neatly 
landscaped bed. 

"It's some sort of palm," he 
replied, "and you can be sure it's 
not native to this area." 

But that's OK, he added. 

If he brought any thing back 
from his week-long stay at camp, 
it was an appreciation for plants of 
Mif. species. And if he has one 



message for the public, it's to set 
out more trees, grasses, and even 
palms. 

"Any type of plant's good," 
Thomas continued, "because they 
slow down soil erosion. It lakes 
500 years to make one inch of 
topsoil, and a lot of topsoil runs 
off from just one hard rain." 

This run-off depletes the soil of 
valuable nutrients and contributes 
to water pollution, he explained. 

Erosion, and how to prevent 
it, was one focus of this year's 
camp. Thomas, who lives in 
Charlestowne Lakes South, near 
the Chesapeake- Virginia Beach 
line, is actively involved in the 
Chesapeake 4-H program. He's 
attended several 4-H camps, and 
this year he was one of 73 students 
chosen to attend the youth 
conservation camp. 

The camp is sponsored largely by 
Chevrolet-Geo Environmental and 
the Virginia Association of Soil 
and Water Conservation Districts, 
with grants from the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
and the Chesapeake Bay 
Foundation. 

The students had the chance to 
canoe down the New River, visit 
Virginia Tech's research farm and 
participate in hands-on activities 
related to forestry and water quality. 
Thomas, who's thinking about a 
career as a forest ranger, enjoyed 
touring the campus and finding out 
a little about what programs 
Virginia Tech offers. 

"We did a lot of fun stuff, and we

got to wander around the campus," 
he said. "They know from 
experience that we don't like to sit 
in a classroom all of the time." 

The canoe trip, he added, "was 
the most fun thing," although 
canoeing in rapids was a ' new 
experience for a boy from the 
flatlands. 

"They have rocks there that stick 
up in places," he said, "and don't 
go in that water if it's loo shallow. 
We got stuck, and had to get out 
and push, bul some friends came 
over and helped us get out." 

Thomas met students from all 
over Virginia at the camp, 
including some native 
mountaineers and some kids who 
were raised on farms. For a 
suburbanite from Virginia Beach, 
he held his own because of years of 
involvement in 4-H activities. 

Although neither of Thomas' 
parents are interested in the 
agriculture or the outdoors, his 
mother encouraged him to join 
when he was a small child. Mary 
was a 4-H member when she was a 
girl growing up in Poughkeepsie, 
New York. But in those days, she 
said, it was a very different 
organization. 

"We mostly sewed and did things 
like that," she said. "Now it's more 
science and technology, then it was 
more 'we'll have the girls make a 
cake over here and the boys will do 
something else over there.'" 

Soon, Thomas was digging 
up the back yard to set out 
strawberries, blackberries and 
raspberries. He was also taking 
field trips to test for water quality, 
and borrowing his mom's camera 
to take pictures of wild turkeys. 
Although his parents enjoy the 
fruits and vegetables he raises, he 
hasn't been able to convince them 
lo go with him on canoeing or 
skiing trips yet. 

"He tries to get his Dad and me 
out to do stuff, but we're not that 
athletic," Mary said. 

"I've tried to get my mom to go 
out in a canoe," Thomas said. "And 
I think people should garden more, 
because it's very relaxing." Still, 
he's learned that the outdoor life 
isn't always like being -in the 
Garden of Eden. 

"You could never get me near 
Back Bay Wildlife Refuge without 
at least three cans of insect 
repellent," he said. "I've had a lot 
of trouble with ticks in that place." 

Predictably, Thomas' favorite 
subject in school is science, and he 
spends a lot of his spare time 
planting trees and doing yard work 
at the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, which he attends. 

When he gets a chance, he goes 
out to his favorite fishing spot at 
Northwest River Park. 

Thomas was the only student 
chosen to represent this district at 
this year's camp. Although he 
won't be able to return since the 
campers can only attend once, he 
thinks the information he gathered 
will be useful for a long time. 

"I especially enjoyed learning 
about the fields of soils, keeping 
water clean, stopping erosion, 
trees, dams and flooding, he said.

Future voters take active interest 
in political process, share concerns

President Bill Clinton needs to 
consider the children's vote if the 
show of hands at one first grade 
class at Red Mill Elementary are 
any indication. 

It is one of the many schools 
across the nation that will turn out 
"child voters" in the upcoming 
election and a crew of regular 
voters perhaps a dozen years in the 
future. 

Although most of the children in 
class thai day expressed an interest 
in voting for Bob Dole, their ' 
teacher Barbara Anderson pointed 
oul that at the last show of hands 
only a few days before, Clinion had 
been ahead. 

Catherine Schirra, Jeffie Bowling 
and Larrissa Peterson quickly 
identified themselves as Dole 
supporters. 

"I will vote for Bob Dole from 
watching him on television," said 
Schirra. She likes what he has to 
say. 

Bowling will vote for Bob Dole. 

"My dad talks about him a lot 
and I am interested," he said. 

However, Tyler King identified 
himself as a Clinton voter. 

"I heard abouL*f§i on the radio," 
he said. \ 

George Johnson, on the other 
hand, will vote for Perot. "I like 
him," he said. 

The children's largely Republican 
sympathies are their own. 

There is very little concentration 
on the platforms of the respective 
parties, certainly not in the first 
grade, Anderson emphasized. 

"We are teaching the concepts," 
she said. "It's not our job to teach 



tne politics." 

In the higher grades the activities 
are constructed around greater 
audience sophistication. Janice 
Beatty, a fifth grade teacher, had a 
lesson for her class about running 
for office. The classmembers 
constructed press biographies of 
themselves to use 40 years in the 
future as they were running for 
political office. 

"They drew pictures of 
themselves as they would look 40 
years from now," Beatty smiled. 

Rose Johnson wants to run for 
president. 

"My issues would be for the poor 
and more education," she said. "A 
president should have a good mind 
for what he or she is doing." 

Dan Rather and Peter Jennings 
will have some new totals to read 
to the public on election eve this 
year as children invade the voting 
booths of the nation this year in 
about 30 states and the District of 
Columbia. 

Thanks to the innovations of a 
new private organization called 
Kids Voting, youngsters are being 
taught in many schools not only to 
vote when they grow up, but also 
how to practice the franchise now 
as a means of preparing them to 
vote when they're older. 

There is an ulterior motive. 

Officials and teachers hope that 
the youngsters who have had die 
opportunity to register for the vote 
through their home schools will 
encourage their parents to vote 
also. The children who have pre- 
rcgistered to vote will be allowed 
to vote in their own Kids Voting 
election if they bring their parents 
with them lo the polling stations. 



Although the children's voles 
will not count in the actual 
election, their ballots will be 
tabulated and the totals will be 
announced. 

The reason for this new addition 
to the voting booths is that Kids 
Voting wants to change American 
voting habits. Appalled by the 
abyssmal voting statistics 
nationwide. Kids Voting points out 
thai 89 percent of young adults 
will drive by age 21, but only 20 : 
percent of them will vote. They 
also are shocked that only 50 
percent of eligible citizens vote in 
presidential elections, and that a 
mere 30 percent vote in local 
elections. 

The new program should cut into 
voter apathy, Anderson noted. 

Concepts vital to the electoral 
system such as responsibility, 
cooperation, power, and election 
are covered through lesson plans 
thai have been made available 
through the series. 

"A whole program has been set 
up for kindergarten through 12th 
grade," she explained. "Every 
objective is covered down through 
each grade level." 

In the lower grades the lessons 
teach social cooperation through 
games, such as musical chairs, and 
the concept of voting by giving the 
children the opportunity to elect a 
favorite book or game. 

There is alsp the "mirroring 
activity" which teaches children the 
concept of individuality. In this 
activity children team up as 
partners and have to do exactly 
what their companion does. 

In the upper grades grade 
appropriate activities are practiced.

smoothly with two workers, it 
isn't a difficult task, Hertz added. 

"It doesn't take long," he said. 
"You just put the apples in aid 
turn the crank. If you did it all day, 
you'd get tired, though." 

It takes about one-half bushel of 
apples to make a gallon of cider, 
Hertz added. He grows the apples 
for the cider in the yard of his 
Muddy Creek Road home, but he 
encourages the children who attend 
his demonstrations to also bring 
apples. 

"It teaches kids responsibility to 
have them participate," he said. 
"And they feel like it's more 
important." 

He also gets a good variety of 
apples that way, he said, which 
gives the cider a more pronounced 
flavor. 

"We get delicious apples, golden 
delicious, York, winesap, all 
kinds," he said. 

Hertz isn't sure how he got to 
know so much about apples, or 
why he decided to begin making 
apple cider. He grew up in 
Oklahoma "and we always lived on. 
a farm and had apples." He settled 
in Virginia Beach when he retired 
from the Marines in the 1950s, 
then taught industrial arts for 
several years in the Virginia Beach 
Public Schools. He began growing 
apples in his"- backyard, and his 
interest led him to expeditions into 
Virginia's apple belt. 

"I went up to the Shenandoah 
Valley looking for an apple cider 
press," he said. "I found this one in 
an antique shop, and it probably 
dates to the turn of the century. 

The press is fine, he added, if 
you're just making cider for your 
own use. But if you were making 
large amounts of it you'd probably

want an automated machine iikc 
some of the ones he's seen in the 
commercial operations he's visited 
in the mountains. 

"No more than I make, there's 
no need to be automated," he said. 
When it's made commercially, he 
added, conveyor belts carry massive 
amounts of from the second floor 
of a building into the huge 
automated presses on the first 
floor. 

Although Hertz is retired, he 
finds that his time to make cideris 



limited by his other activities. He's 
an active member of Charity 
Methodist Church, and he also 
enjoys hunting and fishing. 

And he obviously enjoys 
working with kids. Giovanelli's 
grandson, Robert, 7, remembers 
seeing the demonstration for the 
first time when he attended Charity 
Pre-School. Now, he shows 
onlookers how to turn the press 
and feed the apples into it. 

"But most kids just like the taste 
of it," Hertz added. 



Golf committee presents needs 
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organizations receiving grants from 
HUD totaling $972,001 as a result 
of a grant application coordinated 
by the city, are:

Andrew Friedman, director of 
Housing and Urban Development, ' 
who presented the report to council 
at a workshop Tuesday, said that 
the staff planned to have a 
competitive process for awarded 
transitional housing funds to non- 
profit organizations. Under the 
proposal the city would not own 
the housing and the operation of 
the units would be providedby the 
renters or the organization that 
owns the units. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
noted that the plan does not deal 
with the homeless family. 

Friedman agreed that the focus is 
on the single homeless although 
the day center would serve anyone. 
Mayor Me y era Oberndorf 
suggested that the federal changes 
in welfare programs may impact 
the number of homeless people. 

Friedman said that if the number 
of homeless families increases, 
other plans will have to be Daniel 
Stone, director of social services 
who also served on the 
administration committee, said that 
he could not speculate on the 
overall impact of welfare reform, 
that the staff was talking about 
investing some of the HUD money 
in transitional housing. 

Oberndorf also questioned who 
would be responsible for oversight 
at the scattered sites. She was told 
that the agencies would provide 
oversight. 

The plan also is to locate the day 
center in an already -zoned business 
district to lessen objections from 
residents. 

Friedman said that the staff 
anticipates that seven units could 
be purchased for the money 
allocated for transitional housing 
and that three persons at a lime 
would be housed at a unit. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
asked whether the day service 
location would be running into the 
same issues, in regard to 
surrounding tenants, facing other 
homeless operations. 

Dennis Wool, director of Mental 
Health, Mental Retardation and 
Substance Abuse and a member of 
the staff review committee, said the 
key to the plan is that everyone 
doesn't have to go to the same 
place so that the facilities are less 
likely to create an "island" where 
everyone had to go. 

With a continuum of services (no 
single program will solve the 



problem). Wool said, it is not 
likely that the same problems with 
arise. 

Parker said she was thinking 
about the businesses. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
added that she would want 
reasonable expectations that the 
agencies will have requirement 
requirements for the people they 
serve. She said that people do not 
like having their neighborhoods 
invaded by behavior that is 
unacceptable. To avoid such an 
eventuality, she said that should be 
made clear up front. 

"A lot of what I'm willing to 
support," she said, depends on 
requirements established by the 
agencies. 

Friedman said that a requirement 
definitely would be that the people 
served will be good neighbors. The 
city will own none of the units and 
will accept proposals from non- 
profit organizations. Past policies 
of council, he said, show that 
council does not want to be in the 
housing business. 

Whatever the arrangement, said 
councilman Louis R. Jones, the 
complaints will come back to 
council. 

Wool said later than any plans 



for a shelter have been shot down 
during the past two or three years 
for one reason or another. 

Friedman, Stone and Wool 
reviewed and approved the 
proposals which were also 
presented to council with the 
approval of City Manager James 
K. Spore. 

The concept of the proposals is 
that the city should not attempt to 
create a wholly new program but 
should build on the strengths of 
existing programs. 

The winter shelter program is a 
partnership between the city, a 
local non-profit organization, and 
area churches and synagogues and 
is funded in part by a city 
allocation of Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
funds. A small amount of slate 
funding is usually obtained by the 
non-profit provider which operates 
the program. More than 300 
different individuals have been 
served annually by the program for 
the past several years. 

The religious institutions want a 
more permanent response. Theresa 
Stanley, of St. Nicholas Catholic 
Church, said Tuesday that the 
"churches are tired of not having a 
comprehensive program."

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she did not think the price 
of playing should be a determinant 
because the city may have to lower 
prices to get the people in here. 

Parks and Recreation Director 
Susan Walston allayed rumors, 
reported by McClanan, that the city 
was relaxing its maintenance at 
Bow Creek. 

Walston said that the problem is 
that the contractor has not finished 
his work and that the city may 
have erred in opening the course to 
play before the work was 
completed. 

Bryant added that technology 
changes and that on the improved 
course, some people may not be 
landing shots in the same areas 
they used to. He said that the 
improvements won't be seen for a 
couple of years. 

True links courses, according to 
the committee report, originated in 
Scotland where they are located 
along the sea coast on sheep 
grazing lands. They are developed 
on the existing landscape rather 
than being created and the bunkers 
are normally steep on one side and 
contoured on the other. 

The closest links course to 
Virginia Beach is the Royal New 
Kent in Williamsburg.

The Virginia Beach Police 
Department announces that for at 
least the ninth consecutive year, 
Virginia Beach has the lowest 
crime rate for cities with a 
population of 200,000 to 
800,000 (47.0 crimes per 1,000). 

These rales are based on the 
number of Part I Modified Index 
Crimes per 1,000 population. 
These crimes include murder and 
non-negligent manslaughter, 
forcible rape, robbery, aggravated 
assault, burglary, larceny, motor 
vehicle theft and arson. The 
source of this information is the 
U. S. Department of Justice 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
publication entitled Crime in the 
United States 1995, and is based 



on Uniform Crime Reports. 

As in most years, only San 
Jose, Calif., population 
822,845, had a lower part I crime 
rate than Virginia Beach among 
all cities over 200,000. 

Virginia Beach Police Chief 
Charles R. Wall staled, "We 
have a professional, well trained 
and well equipped "police 
department." He was also quick 
to say "While we rely on our 
technology and the talent of our 
officers, we continue to depend 
on dedicated citizens who work 
closely with the department." 

The population in Virginia 
Beach compares with that of 
Tucson, Portland, Kansas city, 
Oklahoma Cily, Fort Worth and 
Long Beach.

The report of a rabid raccoon 
in the Blackwater area of 
Virginia Beach, within a one- 
mile radius of the Blackwater 
Fire Station, brings the number 
of reported cases of animal 
rabies to 10 this year. The 
raccoon was found stuck in the 
fence ol a resident's backyard. 

The family pet dog was intri- 
gued by the "captured" animal 
and the dog's barking beckoned 
the owner's attention. 

"Although the dog had no 
visible bite wounds from the 



raccoon, the infected saliva 
from the raccoon may have 
entered the dog's eyes or 
mouth," said Vanessa Cooper, 
rabies control coordinator with 
the Virginia Beach Department 
of Public Health.

A time to remember, a time to heal

Remember South Korea? 

Its Inchon Bay and Bloody Ridge 
were places inscribed indelibly on 
the hearts and minds of the men 
and women who gathered in 
Virginia Beach last week for the 
second national reunion of veterans 
of the Korean War. 

Seasoned in America's first 
undeclared war in the East, they 
lost the naivete and innocence of 
youth four and a half decades ago 
— surviving the maelstrom of 
death and mayhem in a country 
halfway around the world. 

They placed their lives on the

line for a nation of strangers, a 
people they had not known, or 
with whom they shared the same 
language or worship of the same 
gods. But by their willing 
sacrifices, they stilled an early 
onslaught of Communism. 

For many it was the first time 
together in many years. 

"Our goal is to find all our 
missing buddies," said Dick 
Gallmeyer, an Army master 
sergeant who was the main 



organizer of the event. 

He explained that only about 
one-third of those who served in 
Korea have joined veterans' 
organizations. 

"So two-thirds are left out," he 
said. "I call them the missing 
persons. We want to find the 
missing persons so their buddies 
can call up and Find them." 

Gallmeyer has been heading an 
effort to put together a list of all 
known men and women who served 



in the undeclared war. 

Leslie Johnson, a corporal in the 
second division of G Company in 
the Korean War, was one of many 
who were present at one of the 
reunion's weeklong events, a 
memorial service at the 24th Street 
Park last Friday to honor those 
veterans who died in the Korean 
War. Speakers included 
Congressman Owen Pickett, Col. 
Eui Don Hwang of South Korea, 
USMC Major General Michael P. 
DeLong, and United States Army 
Major Chester C. Egert. Navy 
Chaplain Capt Fred A. Rothermel

Right on time 

Each day in the United States, an average of 
three youngsters die in home fires — 1,100 
children each year. About 3,600 children are 
injured. Many of these tragedies could be 
avoided with a working smoke detector. 

Through the ninth annual "Change Your

Ironically, one of the most 
powerful solutions to this problem is a simple, 
inexpensive device found in 92 percent of 
American homes — the smoke detector. 

But it has to work to be effective. 

Smoke detector maintenance is one of the 
simplest, most effective ways to survive a home 
fire. A working smoke detector reduces by 
nearly one-half the risk of dying in a home fire 
by providing an early warning. Yet as many as 
one-fourth of these life-saving devices are not 
working because of old or missing batteries. 

A simple reminder to change your smoke 
detector battery before it could be too late? 
It's easy: do just what the campaign says and 
"Change Your Clock, Change Your Battery." It 
could be the most important minute you spend 
"falling back." 

WATCHING OUT FOR THE WEE ONES 

Keep little spirits safe 

Spooky spirits come out every Halloween, but 
they don't always appear as ghosts and 
goblins. That's because an accident can turn a 
night of high spirits into tragedy. 

As children and some adults look forward to 
the fun of All Hallow's Eve, they should 
consider everything from safe costumes to 
what kinds of treats they pass out. Folks 
should also educate themselves about safety. 

The National Safety Council has provided a 
few guidelines to make this haunting holiday a 
howling — and safe — success: 

■ Tell children that treats must not be eaten 
until they get home. Be sure to carefully 
inspect all goodies. Inquire with the local 
hospital to see whether than can X-ray treats, 
but assure all children that getting poisoned 
candy is largely a myth and occurs rarely. No 
need to frighten them needlessly on a holiday 
that is supposed to be fun! 

■ Accompany youngsters and encourage 
older children to travel in groups and in 
familiar areas. 

■ If you drive on Halloween, be alert for little 
one at all times. Slow down in residential 
areas. 

■ Don't put jack-o'-lanterns where they may 
catch a child's costume on fire. 

■ Tell children to stay out of the street, 
except to cross, and then only at pedestrian 
crossings. 

There is no real "trick" to making 
Halloween costumes safe, yet fun. However, 
this aspect of the holiday has its own set of 
guidelines. Halloween dangers aren't from 
witches and ghouls. They are from costume 
designs that can create a trick-or-treating 
hazard. Safe-proof your child's costume ahead 
of time: 

■ Only fire-retardant materials should be 
used for costumes. 

■ Be sure costumes are worn loose enough so 
that warm clothes can be worn underneath 
and still allow for freedom of movement. 

■ Costumes should not be so long that they 
create a tripping hazard. Falls are the leading 
•cause of injury on Halloween. 

■ Plan costumes early. Choose outfits made 
with light-colored materials. Strips of retro- 
reflective tape can be used to make children 
even more visible. 

■ For youngsters under 12, attach their 
name, address and telephone number inside 
the clothing. 

■ Masks can obstruct vision. Facial make-up 
is much safer and more comfortable. 

■ Knives, swords and other accessories 
should be made from cardboard or 
flexible/foam materials. 

■ Finally, carry flashlights to help children 
see better. 

And remember the Halloween Safety Rap: On 
Halloween across the land, all kids want a 
costume that's grand. So grab your cape and 
witch's broom, but don't forget the dangers that 
loom!

Welcome to the real world. 
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Dam Neck's history is 
in humble beginnings 
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This is the second in a two-part 
series about Fleet Combat Training 
Center, Atlantic. 

In continuing with ihe history of 
Dam Neck, two large areas of land 
were transferred to the Navy in May 
of 1943, nearly doubling the size of 
the center. Instructors were furnished 
by the Ma- 
rine Barracks 
at Norfolk, an 
arrangement 
which has 
continued to 
the present 
time. 

It's inter- 
esting to 
know that by 
1944, Lt. 
Gallery was 
promoted to 
the rank of 
commander 
and was 
awarded the 
Legion of 
Merit for his 
initiative and 
service to the 
anti-aircraft range. He retired as a 
rear admiral. 

After World War II, the fate of the 
center was in question for several 
years. All of the anti-aircraft training 
centers in the U.S. were closing, but 
somehow Dam Neck survived. Be- 
tween the years 1945 - 1949, the 
center rested uneasily in a stagnant 
period expecting each year to be her 
last. 

A fire department was established 
at the center in March 1947, giving 
hope to the staff that the base would 
not be decommissioned. 

Today, Dam Neck is home to Fleet 
Combat Training Center Atlantic and 
1 3 tenant commands. More than 5,000 
instructors, students and support per- 
sonnel live or work at Dam Neck. 
Navy, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, 
civilian and international Naval per- 
sonnel are trained in combat systems 
warfare skills and tactics, major and 
minor caliber gun systems, intelli- 
gence, ocean surveillance, strategic 
weapons systems, small arms and 
special warfare. 

As the host command, FCTCL ANT 
provides the support function of 
berthing, messing, security, medical 
and dental, disbursing, public works 
support and recreational facilities for 
the base. FCTCLANT alone gradu- 
ates approximately 9,000 students a 
year in more than eight courses of 
instruction. 

In FY 1994, the entire encrypted 
VTT network provided instruction to 
11,606 students in 30 courses at a 
cost savings of more than $2 million. 
With an annual student throughput 
of more than 1,100 students annu- 
ally, Operations Specialist "A" school 
is one of FCTCLANT's largest 
courses of instruction, young men 
and women learn the basics of oper- 
ating complex combat and command 
control systems. 

FCTCLANT hosts several major 
commands including Tactical Train- 
ing Group, Atlantic. Established in 
1980, TACTRAGRULANT provides 
training to maritime decision-mak- 
ers in operational planning, tactics 
and war-fighting skill to support the 
tactical combat requirements of Uni- 
fied and NATO commanders. 

One of Dam Neck's largest com- 
mands is the Navy and Marine Corps 
Intelligence Training Center. Estab- 
lished in 1 986, NMiTC provides edu- 
cation and training to Navy, Marine 
Corps and other personnel in basic 



and advanced intelligence method- 
ologies and applications. Approxi- 
mately 3,300 students receive train- 
ing annually. 

The Naval Ocean Processing Fa- 
cility was established in 1979 to de- 
tect, classify, track and report Mari- 
time activities. NNOPF is one of only 
two facilities worldwide that pro- 
cesses, analyzes and reports fixed 
sensor and mobile sensor, or 
SURTASS, data. 

Finally, Dam Neck rests on more 
than 1,100 on more than 1,100 acres 
of highlands, marshes, coastal 
beaches and sand dunes. The delicate 
ecological balance is preserved 
through active environmental pres- 
ervation and recycling programs. An 
environmental engineer and 'park 
technician protect the natural re- 
sources and wildlife and oversee rec- 
reational hunting and fishing activi- 
ties.

When* life hands them lemons, the 
optimists make lemonade. 

Vicki Phelps makes cookie instead. 

When Hurricane Marilyn charged through 
the Caribbean last year, leaving devastation 
in its wake, it didn't take long for the St. 
Thomas resident to move her business 
operation back home to Virginia Beach. 
Since then the Caribbean Cookie Co. has 
grown by leaps and bounds, opening an 
8,000-square-foot baking, packing and 
shipping facility here in June. 

Guess that's how the cookie crumbles. 

Phelps, a 38-year-old former homemaker 
with a background in marketing and retail, 
got her first taste of enterprise growing up in 
her family's restaurant business. She soon 
learned her way around the kitchen. 

Phelps and her husband, Chet, turned a 
dream into reality by initially pulling up 
slakes in Virginia Beach, "risking it all" 
and moving to St. Thomas. 

"We used to travel extensively to the 
islands extensively — three, four, five times 
a year — with our son, Chase," Phelps said 
from her colorfully-decorated offices. "We 
just loved the Caribbean, the weather, the 
food, the people, the culture. Every time we 
went on vacation we'd look around and say 
how we'd love to live there." 

A long-time baker, Phelps began looking 
for ways to make that wish come true — 
while making a living at the same time. 

"It just hit us that there was a void in the 
market for cookies. All these wonderful 
ingredients — fruits and spices indigenous 
to the islands — were not being used. We're 
talking pineapple, coconut, mango, papaya; 
nobody was marketing it. So we thought, 
'Cookies! Everyone loves good cookies!' 
Using these ingredients, you've got an 
exotic, more sophisticated cookie." 

The Phelps envisioned packaging the 
product in brightly hued, fun wrappings and 
marketing them to cruise lines, gift shops 
and resorts. Before setting off for the 
Caribbean, though, Phelps confessed, "I 
locked myself into the kitchen for three 
months and developed the recipes." Their 
son served as as the official taste tester, a 
job many would envy. 

Once satisfied with her creations, Phelps 
and her family packed up everything to 
begin their start-up business. 

"It was a big gamble," she admitted, "but 
I felt confident that the concept was going 
to go — and go big! I knew this was going 
to work." 

The operation got under way in January 
'95 and proved a learning experience for 
everyone. To Phelps surprise, marketing in 
the United States proved far more 
successful than she'd imagined. In their 
plans, the couple thought "everything we'd 
sell in the States would just be gravy." 

Then Mother Nature's fury flared that 
September while Phelps was at a trade 
show in Atlanta. Chet, Chase and the 
Caribbean Cookie Co. were left to deal with 
the storm, while Phelps anxiously awaited 
word from her loved ones. 

"It destroyed 75 percent of all homes and 
buildings on St. Thomas. I didn't hear for 
four days whether my son and husband were 
OK, but we were very fortunate with our 
business. We lost phone and electricity, but 
we were probably one of four businesses on 
the island not touched. Only problem was 
we couldn't produce without electricity," 
she said. 

The Phelps and most of their employees 
lost their homes, yet the company was 
determined to fill its Christmas orders in the 
pre-season rush. They bought a huge 
generator, fulfilled their commitments, then 
re-evaluated the future of their business. 

"We really started looking at the situation 
and realized it's very difficult to do business 
down there — it's a different culture and 
way of life. To do business there is not the 
same as here, where you do what it takes. 
It's very laid back in the Caribbean," 
Phelps explained. 

The Phelps, noting that 90 percent of their 
product was being shipped back to the 
United Stales, decided to head for home 
with their burgeoning business. The 
company was one of 10 to relocate its 
operations in Virginia Beach this year. 




With a bank vault-size oven, the 
Caribbean Cookie Co. has the ability to 
produce half a million cookies in 10 hours. 
Distributors include Disney World, Neiman- 
Marcus and Princess Cruise Lines, as well 
as gourmet gift shops, theme parks and 
resorts across the country. Cookies are also 
shipped anywhere in the world. 

The company presently employs 15 full- 
time people and expects part-time seasonal 
help. Recently, Phelps has expanded her 
line with the addition of more specialty 
foods and limited edition containers, as well 
as cakes, nutbreads, a low-fat snack mix 
and gift ware items. 

Now a million-dollar company, Phelps' 
business is testament to determination and 
drive. 

"I knew it was going to do well for us, but 
I thought it was going to happen overnight. 
It takes longer than you anticipate or want, 
because I want everything right now! But 
we still have a long way to go. Eventually, 
I'd like to be not just a cookie company, but 
a lifestyle company," she said. 

Working hand in hand with her husband, 
the company is truly a family business. Chet 
is "the numbers man," as Phelps describes 
him, and Chase gives his thumbs up or 
down to the recipes. 

"He's been wearing that hat since day one 
and has tasted every cookie I've tried," she 
smiled. "He either loves it or hates it. We 
try to keep Chase as much a part of it as we 
can." 

The business is quite a change for Chet, 
too. A former F-14 pilol at Oceana, Phelps 
joked, "Those pilots! With the egos they 
have, I don't think Chet ever thought he'd 
end up making cookies! But really, I don't 
know what I'd do without him." 

What brought you to this area: 

Marilyn. Not the star, the hurricane. Life 
in the Caribbean never returned to 
normal after the devastation of 
Hurricane Marilyn, and we felt it was 
time to move the business back to the 
States. We have great friends and 
memories here, so Virginia Beach was 
the natural place to come

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'Snapshots' makes Norfolk premiere with Virginia Stage Co. 



Music, memories and lots of 
excitement are in the air as 
Virginia Stage Company readies 
for the world premiere of 
"Snapshots," a new musical by 
Academy Award-winning 
composer/lyricist Stephen 
Schwartz. Previews begin on Oct.

Stumbling, 
unexpectedly across a box of old 
photographs, the couple relives 
moments from their youth, 
courtship and marriage and 
comes to realize how much their 
life together means to them. 

"Snapshots" has been in 
development since its first 
reading in 1993 at Dramatists 
Guild. Its Norfolk premiere marks 
the 15th world premiere for 
Virginia Stage Company, the 
most recent being the 1989 
premiere of "The Secret 
Garden," a production that went 
on to a successful, Tony Award- 
winning run on Broadway. 

1 1 was VSC's work on that 
project that initially interested 
the "Snapshots", creators in 
learning up with VSC for the 
premiere. Says VSC artistic 
director Charlie Hensley, "The 
birth of a new musical requires 
extraordinary collaborative effort, 
and is one of the greatest 



challenges any theatre can 
undertake. We're thrilled to give 
our audience this opportunity to 
see firsthand the development of 
a new piece, and I'm personally 
proud to support the work of 
Stephen Schwartz, one of 
America's finest songwriters."

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Who put the "witch" in Witchduck Road?

When Halloween rolls around 
every year, the thoughts of most 
Americans naturally turn to ghouls 
and goblins, tricks and treats, and 
black cats and witches. Virginia 
Beach residents, past and present, 
are no exceptions. 

Since early in the 17th century, 
witchcraft, which (no pun intended) 
had been widespread in England, 
extended its scope to the colonies 
in America. 

Although the local Colonial 
citizenry never matched the fervor 
of New Englanders in Salem, 
Mass. when it came to putting 
together a trial for witchcraft, their 
thoughts did undeniably turn to 
witchcraft in February of 1706 
when Luke Hill and his wife 
brought suit against Grace 
Sherwood in Princess Anne 
County. 

Colonial Virginians, as one 
might expect, took a "more 
sensible view" than the zealous 
New Englanders when it came to 
accusations involving witchcraft. 

Justices in Lower Norfolk 
County "became weary of charges 
with no proof and suspected that 
most such accusations "stemmed 
from jealousy." 

Florence Kimberly Turner in 



"Gateway to the New World, A 
History of Princess Anne County. 
Virginia 1607 - 1824" explains 
that in private court in Lower 
Norfolk "on 23rd of May, 1655 at 
the house of Mr. Edward Hall in 
Linhaven" the local justices sought 
to discourage frivolous accusations 
and scandalous charges by 
imposing a fine of "one thousand 
pounds of tobacco" and liability to 
"further Censure of Ihe Court" on 
any party who "shall not be able to 
prove" the accusations of witchcraft 
"upon oath" and "by sufficient 
witnesses. " 

Initially, the justices in the case 
of Grace Sherwood were hesitant to 
lake the charges seriously, but the 
persistence of her accusers and the 
quantity of witnesses to "her 
supposed guilt" compelled them to 
proceed with the trial. 

Although Grace, her husband 
James Sherwood, and her three 
sons (John, Richard and James) had 
lived on their little farm off Muddy 
Creek for "some time," Grace was 
not "too popular" with her 
neighbors. 

Why? Probably because she was 
"beautiful, independent and inclined 
to be flirtatious with other 
women's husbands." 

In addition, she "supposedly 
danced naked in the moonlight" and

"wore men's clothing" whenever 
she chose. 

In order to provoke the malice 
that she did, it's likely that she was 
guilty of at least some of these 
"heinous" transgressions (Are you 
beginning to gel the picture?) 

Grace and her husband sued John 
and Jane Gisbume and Anthony and 
Elizabeth Barnes for slander in 
1698. It seems that the Gisburnes 
claimed Grace 1 had "bewitched 
their cotton" and the Barneses 
accused Grace of taking the shape 
of "a Black Cat." 

On Dec. 7, 1705 Grace brought 
charges of trespassing and a ssaul t 
against Luke Hill's wife;"^&race~ 
claimed that she was "assaulted, 
bruised, maimed and barbarously" 
beaten by Mistress Hill. Grace won 
the suit which, apparently, further 
enraged the Hills. 

The whipping Grace had endured 
from Luke Hill's wife was just the 
beginning. There must have been 
revenge in their hardened Kiil 
hearts. 

In the month of February in 
1706, the embittered Hills filed 
suit against Grace for the practice 
of withcraft. 

According to court minutes, 
Grace had been suspected of 
witchcraft for quite some time. 
Informants told the court that no 
grass would grow where Grace 



danced naked in the moonlight, that 
she bewitched cows and soured 
their milk, and that she could 
reduce her size enough to "ride in 
an eggshell to England" and back' 
in one night to bring back seeds for 
her garden. 

A jury of women — "unbiased" 
Elizabeth Barnes was the 
forewoman — was assembled to 
inspect Grace's body for certain 
signs that she had conspired with 
the Devil, such as tiny blue stains 
on the skin and a third teat. The 
jury confirmed that they had found 
"such marks." Grace did not protest 
the testimony of the jury; she 
offered no excuses or explanations. 

When the local court refused to 
. pass judgment, Luke Hill took the 
case to the attorney general in 
Williamsburg the following 
month. The higher court declined 
to hear the suit because Grace had 
not been charged with a specific act 
and referred the matter to the lower 
court for resolution. 

After further "examinations and 
hearings" were held in May and 
June of 1706, the Sherwood house 
was searched by the local sheriff for 
objects that might be related to 
witchcraft. No such items were 
found. 

Throughout these proceedings, 
except to laugh at her accusers, 
Grace remained silent. She seemed 
to be enjoying her celebrity. 

Finally, the county court — 
wishing to conclude the matter — 
sentenced Grace to what was called 
"trial by water." 

Although trial by water was 
essentially a no win situation as far 
as the accused was concerned, Mrs. 
Sherwood agreed freely 
nevertheless. Basically, the accused 
witch was bound and thrown into 
the water. If the suspect sank and 
into the water. If the suspect sank 
and drowned, she was found 
innocent of witchcraft. Whereas, if 
the accused floated and survived, 
she was guilty of conspiring with 
the Devil. 

Grace's trial was originally 
scheduled for July 5, 1706, but it 
was postponed by the judges 
because of a terrible storm which 
they believed might have an

adverse affect on Grace's health. 

Reportedly, the turbulent weather 
delighted Grace because it 
suggested other worldly 
intervention. 

Throughout the colony, 
word spread about the conviction 
and proposed trial. On July 10, 
1706 scores of people came by 
wagons, carts, carriages, boats and 
horseback to witness the high 
profile "ducking" in the Lynnhaven 
River. From all over the area, a 
large crowd had assembled to view 
the festivities. 

They came from Great Neck, 
Newtown, Kempsville, Liuleneck 
and Pungo; scores of people 
traveled from as far away as 
Norfolk, Portsmouth, and even the 
capital in Williamsburg for what 
had to be the social event of the 
summer season in Princess Anne 
County. 

Grace was stripped naked. Her 
left thumb was fastened to her right 
big toe while her right thumb was 
tied to her left big toe. Cross 
bound, she was wrapped in a 
blanket and hauled out into the 
river in a small boat where she was 
unceremoniously tossed into the 
river. 

When Grace floated, a heavy 
Bible was tied to her neck and she 
was pushed under water. 
Miraculously, Grace shook off the 
added weight and managed to untie 
the knots. 

She then began swimming 
around the cove singing and 
laughing at the people who had 
assembled to witness her "trial by 
water." Everyone had a good time, 
especially Grace Sherwood. 
Finally, Grace was pulled from the 
water. 

Of course, since Grace survived, 
she was technically guilty of 
witchcraft and was imprisoned for 
more than seven years. 

The appeal of witch hunting had 
largely run its course by 1715 and 
Grace was released from prison. 

Governor Spotswood, apparently 
as compensation, allowed Grace to 
purchase 140 acres of land adjacent 
to her farm off Muddy Creek, a 
branch of Corotuck Bay in the 
Parish of Lynnhaven in Princess 
County. 

Grace paid only two pounds of 
tobacco per acre of land; there is 
some speculation that the land was 
once owned by her father and that 
Grace paid the tax owed to assume 
possession of the land. 

After her release from prison, she 
returned lo her farm and lived 
peacefully with her sons. Her 



husband died while she was jailed, 
and Grace died sometime between 
1733 and 1740 according to her 
will which was dated 1733 and 
probated in 1 740. 

Although she wasn't burned at 
the stake, Grace Sherwood was — 
in some respects — Colonial 
Virginia's equivalent to France's 
Joan of Arc. According to legend, 
while close to death, Grace begged 
her sons to place her feet in warm 
ashes. By morning — so the story 
goes — all that was left of Grace 
was a single hoof print in the 
ashes. 

It would be difficult to read any 
account of Grace Sherwood's ordeal 
and not come away with a great 
deal of respect for such a strong- 
willed independent woman — at 
best, an inspiration, a role model 
of sorts. 

And at the very least, Grace was 
a womarr very much ahead .of her, 
time with some unique talents. 

An) woman who can swim, 
untie knots and dance naked in the 
moonlight must have had a lot 
going for her. That, perhaps, was 
what made her neighbors so 
resentful. 

Witchduck Road, Witchduck 
Point and Witchduck Bay are 
among Grace's tangible legacies to 
us. But she's given Beach residents 
far more than just the names of a 
few places. She has become 
immortal in locar fbtkrore as the 
Witch of Pungo. 

Grace Sherwood has, indeed, 
become a legend — a figure with 
one fool in historical fact and die 
big toe of the other foot stretching 
toward the world of the 
mythological.

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Perfect pumpkins not a reality this year, but big ones are 
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Too much rain put damper 
on Beach crop; farmers persist

It's pumpkin time in Princess 
Anne, and although too much rain 
put a damper on this year's crop, 
there are still local pumpkins 
available for those who know 
where to look. 

Whether you'll choose a 
Midwestern pumpkin or one of the 
homegrown varieties depends a lot 
on what type and size of pumpkin 
you want, according to one local 
farmer. 

Winky Henley, who offers pick- 
your-own produce from the spring 
through the late fall at his Charity 
Neck Road farm gave some 
insight. 

This time of year, he has a wide 
variety of pumpkins, and 
customers in search of Halloween 
decorating ideas can also choose 
from gourds, cornstalks, and wheat 
straw and miniature pumpkins. 

"The bigger pumpkins, called the 
prizewinners, are good, but some 
other pumpkins, like those pretty 
little jack-o'-lantern pumpkins, 
didn't do so well. I don't know 
anybody who grew a full crop." 

Too much rain leaves pumpkins 
less resistant to mildew and root 
rot, Henley added. 

"There are about five or six 
diseases that can attack pumpkins, 
and the rain makes it worse. That 
one that man's holding probably 
came from Delaware or Ohio," he 
added, pointing to customer 
wailing to pay for a small, bright 
orange pumpkin. 

Henley, like other local growers, 
is importing pumpkins from out- 
of-state this year. But since he's 
blessed with sandy soil he was able 
to produce a good crop of the larger 
pumpkins, some of which weigh 
180 pounds. 

"You usually have to move them 
in a wheelbarrow," he said, but 



some customers prefer the large 
ones for decorative purposes. 

Up at Allen's Produce Stand on 
Oceana Boulevard, some of the 
pumpkins come from as far away 
as Indiana. 

"We have to get them from off 
somewhere," said Ralph Allen. 
"They're coming from Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Indiana because 
we had a lot of rain here this year." 

Hunt Club Produce on London 
Bridge Road is also selling 
pumpkins grown outside the area, 
according to educational director 
Cathy Ruffin. 

"There's been too much moisurc 
this season and we're having ours 
shipped from Ohio and 
Pennsylvania," she said. "Last 
year, they had a bad season up 
there, but this year was good and 
the pumpkins are absolutely 
beautiful." She advises customers 
to keep their pumpkins on concrete 
or wheal straw, rather than on the 
.ground, to avoid rotting. 

"Last year I put mine on my 
front porch and they kept until 
Christmas," she said. "I finally 
just threw them away." 

Despite this year's disappointing 
pumpkin crop, there's still a lot of 
fresh produce, and plenty of 
activities available for those who 
want a fall afternoon outing. 
Allen's still selling local green 
beans, sweet potatoes and 
chestnuts, while Henley's fall 
broccoli crop's coming on line. 

"We just started cutting the 
broccoli," he said. "And we have 
lima beans. Later, he'll be selling 
collards from his field "bulthc 
collards won't be ready until frost." 
Further down the county, Jim 
Bright is also selling fresh greens 
from his Princess Anne Road 
house this fall. 

Henley also treats his customers 
to a hayride out into the fields to

which she offers to school groups, 
and boy and girl scouts. 

"You'd be surprised at the 
children who have never seen farm 
animals," Ruffin said. "We had 
one child who thought the deer was 
a donkey." 

She's also willing to share her 
ideas for cooking pumpkins. 
Although most people buy 
pumpkins for decorative purposes, 
it's not hard to cook with fresh 
pumpkin if you know a few time- 
saving techniques, she said. 

"Last year, we had so many 
pumpkins left over that I baked 
pumpkin pies, pumpkin muffins 
and pumpkin bread the whole 
month of November," she said. "I 
made about 70 pumpkin pies, but I 
don't know if I'll do that this year." 
Fresh pumpkin is watery, and it 
needs to be cooked before it can be 
used in baked goods. Ruffin advises 
that you quarter the pumpkins, put 
them in a shallow pan and cover 
them with water, them steam them 
in the oven. Once they're steamed, 
it's easy to scrape the fruit out of 
the shell, then run it through the 
food processor blender to prepare it 
for baking, she said. 

"Pumpkin soup's also good," 
Ruffin said, "and you can save the 
shell to serve the soup in. Pour 
the soup into the shell, then put 
the top back on it to keep it hot. 
I've also seen the small pumpkin 
shells used a lot at parties, to serve 



dips or fresh asparagus in." 

Ruffin suggests the following 
recipe for pumpkin soup. She said 
that acorn or butternut squash can 
be substituted for the pumpkin. 

West Indian Pumpkin 
Soup 
1 lbs olive oil 

1 chopped onion 

2 stalks chopped celery 
1 chopped carrot 

1 tbs garlic 

1/2 fresh chili pepper 

S cups chicken stock 

4 cups pumpkins (or squash) 

1 tbs brown sugar (or to taste) 

2 bay leaves 
1 tsp thyme 

1/2 cup sour cream 
black pepper to taste 
parsley 

chopped chili, green onion for 
garnish 

Heat oil in soup pot on medium 
heat, then add the vegetables. 
Cook three or four nminutes, add 
the garlic and chili, cook one 
minute longer. Stir in the stock, 
pumpkin, and the condiments, 
bring toa boil. Reduce the heat the 
heat to medium-low, simmer 30 
minutes. Put the soup in the 
blender and puree. Return to the 
soup pot, stir in the sour cream and 
add the seasonings to taste. Cook 
five more minutes. Garnish with 
green onions and red chili pepper.

pick their pumpkins, and he's more 
than happy to show city folk 
around his farm and even teach 
youngsters to use his corn sheller. 
"That's been on the farm ever 
since I can remember," Henley said 
as he showed a young boy how to 
feed cars of ripe field corn into the 
small metal device, then turn the 
wheel to strip the kernels fromt he 
husk. 



Hunt's Club Produce is also 
selling gourds and fresh produce, 
including several varieties of 
squash and apples from Martin's 
Orchards in North Carolina. That 
produce stand also features haunted 
hayrides this month, as well as 
educational programs and animal 
exhibits for schoolchildren. Ruffin 
recently won an award for her 
childrens' gardening program.

Fusscll loves the rush so much 
he doesn't even mind climbing an 
80-foot ladder up to 63 times in 
one night. He also loves "picking . 
his targets from the air" or looking 
down on the crowd from his perch 
to decide who he's going to stalk 
most heavily. But, he added, he 
"backs off when children start to 
cry." 

"We toned it (the haunted 
hayrides) down about two years 
ago," he said, "because we were 
giving too many nightmares. 
People are more family-oriented 
now." 

Fussell, who grew up in 
Virginia Beach, now teaches middle 
school science at the Center for 
Effective Learning. He also 
designs and builds a lot of the 
props for the haunted hayride. How 
the former Kempsville High 
School wrestler evolved in a 
teacher, coach, actor, set designer 
and stunt man is a story thai takes 
a lot of turns, but all of the diverse 
elements come together in the end. 

When Fussell was a young 
wrestler, his coaches advised him 
"that with my style of wrestling I 
really needed to take a job at the 
shipyard working in steel" in order 
to build his muscles, he said. 
Although he did work with cranes 
for awhile, he discoveredhe could 
achieve the same effects, and have a 
lot more fun, working as a roadie 
designing sets for rock bands. 

Fussell was able to land a job 
with seasoned roadies who designed 
sets for some of ihe bigger-named 
bands. "They taught me well," he 
said. "I've worked with some of the 
best people at putting on shows, 
and they taught me a lot." 

He's built stages for the Rolling 
Stones, Greatful Dead, Paul 
McCartney and other rock acts. 
Theater work isn't nearly as lame 
as it sounds, he added, if you're 
working in the high-tech, glittery 
world of rock n roll. Rock artists, 
he said, are fond of dazzling their 
audience with special effects. The 
set designers have to be prepared to 
climb over a hundred feet in the au- 
to build platforms strong enough 
to hold the band and all of its 
equipment. 

"When you're doing some 100- 
to-200 feet in the air you have to 
know what you're doing or you're 
dead," Fussell said. "And I had to 
go up on a 100-foot-high platform 
and walk Mick Jagger out of the 
elevator because he's scared of 
heights." 

FusseR said he got both the 
nerve and the brawn for this work 
from his days as a wrestler 



"because when you wrestle at a 
young age, you push yourself so 
much harder than you do in any 
other sport. You're competing 
one-on-one, and it really hurts to 
lose in front of a crowd when 
you're out there by yourself. 
Seventy percent of Navy SEALS 
are wrestlers." 

When he tired of life as a 
roadie, Fussell came home to 
Virginia Beach to teach and coach a 
wrestling team. Then, he stumbled 
across a chance to re-enter the 
world of show businesswhen a 
casual conversation turned into a 
business venture. 

"J.D's (John Vogel, who owns 
Hunt Club Produce) a friend of 
mine," Fussell explained. "We 
started doing this about eight years 
ago. There were 12 of us sitting 
around shooting the bull one night, 
and someone said 'why don't we 
have hayrides?'" The group started 
work shorly afterwards, "with one 
tractor, flashlights and masks." 

"Now we have five tractors," 
each of which pulls two trailers 
"and we learn more every year with 
the make-up," Fussell said. Vogel 
also hires professional actors and 
artists, and he adds new sets each 
year. This year, Hunt Club Produce 
features a haunted walk in addition 
to the hayride, and the thrill-seekers 
are treated to such ghoulish sights 
as levitating ladies, witches, and 



graveyards filled with vindictive 
inhabitants. 

"We even have a lady who gets 
electrocuted this year," Fussell 
added. Vogel visits other haunted 
attractions around the country to 
refresh his ideas, and he recruits the 
actors from national conventions. 
"Everyone here has a unique 
talent," Fussell said. "And we put 
all of the money we make back 
into the business. Some of it we 
donate to rescue squads, but all that 
we make we put back into it. The

third year we were here we had a 
good year, there was no rain at all, 
and we took $10,000 and bought a 
tractor." 

But working the hayride is still 
just as much fun as it ever was, 
Fussell said, and he still applies 
the same old skills he's learned as a 
wresUcr, roadie and teacher. 

"It's timing," he said. "People are 
out at night, and it's dark so they 
can't see what's going on. I come 
down a rope and itlooks like I'm 
going to hit them, then at the last 
second I miss them." 

That perfect liming involves a 
lot of waiting and watching. From 
his perch in the trees, Fussell can 
see when a hayride is coming, and 



he's ready to vault down, jump into 
the wagon.then climb back up in 
time to scare another group of 
riders. It rarely gets boring, except 
on an extremely slow night. 

"It gets cold out here sometimes 
when it's slow," he said. "I like it 
when it's busy, I can climb up the 
ladder in one minute, but I'm a 
zombie by the end of the night, 
climbing up and down an 80-foot 
ladder all night. I've done it as 
many as 63 times a night." 

It's obvious that Fussell likes 
people, because he'll hang around 
to meet the riders after the ride's 
over. He'll also invite his friends 
to go on hayrides so he can treat 
the crowd to mock wrestling 
matches. 

"Or I'll go after somebody in 
particular, like a boyfriend will ask 
me to scare his girlfriend," he said. 
"I'm also famous for giving out 
roses. I give them out to all of the 
pretty girls and some of the other 
ladies, too." 

Hunt Club Produce, which bills 
itself as "Tidewater's largest 
pumpkin patch" attracts thousands 
of people each October who come 
seeking pumpkins and thrills. The 
haunted hayrides are offered each 
night through Halloween! and 
Fussell has ambitious plans for the 
attraction. 

"We want to be the best haunted 
place in the country," he 
said. 



Rev up for a back roads rally 
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"It's not a race for time but for 
getting the most answers right on 
the test," said Katy Sommers, 
executive director of Children's 
Resources-Hampton Roads. 

An example of a question from a 
past race is "turn right where 
angels fly." To get the answer 
right, participants had to write 
"Heavenly Road" on their answer 
sheets and then turn right at the 
indicated street. Sommers added 
that the "e" in the Road Rallye's 
title was an additional clue telling 
participants where they would end 
up. 

She recalled past events as a fun 
way to raise money and gave her 
own suggestion for winning, or at 
least increasing the fun. 

"The more you have in the car 
the better the chance of getting the 
questions right," she said. 

Sommers estimated that the route 
with its 100 questions would take 
about two hours to finish. 

Terre Ittner, the rally's question 
designer, said that she enjoyed 
making up the nn77\ii>" rf^'-iions. 



So much so that she has also 
designed a road rally for her own 
neighborhood. 

"I love these things," she said. 
"The arts center at Virginia Beach 
used to do one. We had more fun. 
We would just laugh and almost 
get mad at each other. We have 
never been so tense for so long." 

She recalled one of her favorite 
memories from a previous rally for 
Children's Resources came when 
she found five abandoned puppies 
in the woods. 

"They have become the rally's 
mascots," she said. "They're the 
rally dogs. That was the best thing 
that happened to me at the road 
rally." 

The commission operates six 
residential group homes and four 
non-residenual programs for 
children aged 13 to 17. There are 
three residential homes in Virginia 
Beach, two in Chesapeake and one 
in Portsmouth. There are four 
additional programs in which the 
youngsters stay in their own 
homes but get intensive 
counseling. 

All programs are designed for

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read the totals of killed, wounded 
and captured for the servicemen and 
women. 

"This is a very good thing that 
they are doing here," said Johnson, 
glad to see so many servicemen and 
women together.

He preferred not to talk about the 
war, but upon prodding recalled 
being at Heartbreak or "Bloody" 
Ridge, where he remembered 
feeling cold and wet much of the 
time while surviving on "C 
rations. He had relished the close 
friendships of fellow soldiers, that 
one joy of warriors — "a lot of 
camaraderie." 

The Korean War had its own 
unique problems because of its 
undeclared nature, "but," Johnson 
added, "the bullets were real." 

He explained that he had not seen 
many of his wartime buddies, who 
had mostly been from California, 
but he has maintained membership 
in his local unit of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars in his home in 
Pennsylvania. 

Not everybody present was a 
veteran of the war, but it was a 
meaningful time for all. Col. Bob 
Mauskopf, USMC, whose father- 
in-law, now a Marine colonel, had 
served there as the captain of an 
infantry battalion, had heard many 
stories of the Korean War from 
him and believed that his father-in- 
law's experiences had been 
important in his own career choice. 

"It certainly had an impact on 
why I stayed in," he said but added, 
"It's a very important part ofour 
Marine Corps history." 

The war was among the first to 
see the widespread use of black

troops. Among them were Jacob 
Poole Jr. and Robert Shropshire, 
both of who served in Air Force 
maintenance and construction. 

Poole, originally from 
Portsmouth, now lives in Texas 
and keeps a roster of those who 
served with him. Out of the 
approximately 600 that were in his 
outfit, however, he noted the 
presence of only five. 

"We were on Guam when the war 
began," he said. "They took us 
right in on the first wave at the 
Inchon Landing in September 1950 
with General Douglas Mac Arthur." 

Shropshire exclaimed that he 
would never forget the sound of 
battle, 

"The noise. They were still 
shooting." Although the 811 
engineers were considered a service 
outfit, they were expected to fight, 
too. "Everybody had to defend," he 
said. "We were right behind the 
first marines." 

Solomon S. Winslow, a black 
hospital corpsman, recalled 
working overtime treating the sick 
and wounded, particularly those 
afflicted with frostbite at the battle 
of the Chosen Reservoir. 

"This was not on the frontline," 
he said, "it was in the back where 
so many came past to get to the 
ships and be evacuated." 

Despite the suffering he worked 
to relieve, Winslow recalled the 
camaraderie. Young men could not 
spend all their time concentrating 
on the horrors around them. "We 
had lots of fun," he said. "Even in 
times of war we kept each other 
happy." 

Although the reunion is over for 
another year, the interest in the 
veterans does not die. If you are or

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Have a heart! Walkers 
raise m oney for r esearch 

Sunday's event " ' 

earned $97,000 
for research

John Terpay knows the 
importance of a healthy heart. He 
had heart problems as a baby and 
has since had two heart operations. 

Terpay is 31 years old. 

His father, 71, is developing 
heart problems as well. 

Terpay wants people to know 
that they can help the American 
Heart Association and local 
researchers curb number of deaths 
due to cardiovascular disease. It is 
•estimated that 4,000 Tidewater 
residents will die from it this year. 

Last weekend Terpay and about 
2,000 participants gathered for the 
1996 Healthy Choice American 
Heart Walk at Mount Trashmorein 
Virginia Beach. 

They earned more than $97,000 
in donations for the American 
Heart Association by walking the 
mile and a half around the park. 

Residents from all over the 
Hampton Roads area, and as far 
away as Newport News, gathered 
with neighborhood, civic, 
municipal and corporate groups for 
the event. 

"Each probably for an individual 
reason," said Allen Hartman, 
volunteer walk chairman. "Each 
probably had been touched by heart 
disease either in their family or a 
close friend and I think that's why 
most of them were out there." 

The walk has never exceeded 
1 ,400 walkers, and Hartman said 
the large turnout of volunteers was 
probably due to the efforts of 
corporations. 

"I think the industry leaders did a 
better job of recruiting teams," he 
said. "We started a long time ago." 

One of the many groups that 
attended the walk was from the 
Portsmouth Fire Department. Janet 
McDaniel joined her co-workers in 
the effort. 

"I have been team leadernow for 
the past two years. Portsmouth 
firefighters need to be involved in 
anything that deals with heart 
disease and lung disease and health 
hazards," she said. "We have a lot 
of charities, but this one concerns 
us directly. We see a lot of 
firefighters, even those retired, have 
heart attacks, stokes. It's a very 
stressful job, a very stressful 
occupation." 

McDaniel recalled a firefighter 
who retired a few years ago at the 
age of 39 due to heart blockage. 
Doctors attributed the condition to 
stress from his occupation. 

"It is a very pervasive disease 
that effects a lot of people and we 
were raising money to help the

researchers end that," said Hartman. 

Terpay, who works for Virginia 
Power, echoed Hartman. 

"All the money goes to the 
Hampton Roads area," explained. 
"If you go into the heart wards, 
you see it doesn't just happen to 
people that sit around in front of 
the TV and not watch what they 
eat. It's people that exercise too. 
They just don't watch what they 
eat. They have high fat content and 
their arteries get clogged." 

Terpay has seen the affects of 
heart disease first-hand in the 
hospital as a patient. 
. "Heart disease effects a lot of 
people," he noted. "Not just older 
people, but younger people too. 
I've seen people that were in their 
early 40s going through bypass 
surgery. 

"I had my first heart operation 
when I was 20 years old. I know 
what it's like to go through it. I 
sure don't want my son or anyone 
to go through that." 

Terpay stressed the reason for 
needed funding is to continue 
research so that people don't have 
to mirror his experiences. 



"Heart operations are very 
stressful," he said. "The American 
Heart Association raises money to 
help develop new procedures and 
are looking at different ways to dp 
the operation— instead of making 
a 15-inch incision down your chest 
and breaking your breast bone, just 
drilling a few holes, making a few 
small incisions and doing the 
work, rather than opening up your 
chest leaving you with a long 
recovery." 

As the awareness of heart disease 
grows, the amount of money raised 
and research done rises as well. 

"Every year they're looking to 
try to get more involvement from 
people and to get more money,'' 
said Terpay. "It gives money to 
research to develop procedures and 
education." 

Some of the education includes 
exhibits on eating and fiat intake, 
diet, exercise and healthy heart 
practices.

"That's why it's important to be 
alert to the sign of possible furnace 
malfunction that could lead to 
accumulation of carbon monoxide," 
Smith explained. 

He also warned against do-it- 
yourself servicing, urging 
homeowners to spend a few dollars 
for a service-safety check by a 
qualified specialist 

"It's a small price to pay for your 
family's safety and your own peace 



of mind," said Smith. "An properly 
adjusted heating equipment will 
save you money in both fuel 
efficiency and lower fuel usage." 

The following tips may help 
ensure safe and efficient operation 
of home heating equipment: 

■ Have heating equipment 
installed by a qualified heating 
dealer to ensure it is properly 
connected. 

■ Know and follow 
manufacturer's instructions for 
operation and care of your 
equipment. Use equipment for the 
job it was designed to do. Never 
use the cooking range top or oven 
for heating your home. 

■ If your heating equipment does 
not operate properly, call a 
qualified service company for 
needed repairs and safety checks. 

■ Do not tamper or attempt to 
adjust automatic vent dampers, heat 
reclaiming devices or safety 
controls on your heating 
equipment. 

■ Make sure your chimney is 
clean. 

■ Inspect the vent pipe for rust. 
Replace it if corrosion has caused a 
hole. 

■ Check furnace filters 
frequently and clean or replace if 
dirty. Check bells for wear. 

■ Keep equipment and burner 
areas free of dust, dirt and debris. 

■ Keep the furnace unit intact. 
Do not remove panels without 



replacing them. 

■ When buying new equipment 
look on the label plate for 
certification — this is your 
insurance that the equipment was 
designed to meet national safety 
standards. 

"A furnace checkup is just one of 
the many ways to save energy," 
said Smith. "You can also add 
insulation to your attic, crawl 
space and water heater as well as 
weatherstripping and caulking 
around doors and windows. Making 
your home as efficient as possible 
will keep your family more 
comfortable while your heating 
bills stay low."
